Commander, Horace Goodwin.

Commander: “Comrades, this is the Fifty-fifth Annual Encamp- 
ment of the Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Repub- 
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lic. We meet in fraternity, charity and loyalty. May our hearts 
unite as one in sustaining the great objects of this association. The 
Chaplain will invoke the divine blessing.” 

In the absence of the Department Chaplain, Rev. Charles A. Towne 
of Haverhill, prayer was offered by Past Department Chaplain Rev.

Comrades, let us all bow our heads in prayer unto Him who has kept us through 
all this year. 

Our Heavenly Father, we thank Thee that we can stand here once more in life, 
and for this beautiful day Thou hast given to us.

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ADDRESS OF 
DEPARTMENT COMMANDER HORACE GOODWIN. 


CoMRADES: — The swiftly passing year bids me extend to each and 
every delegate present a most cordial welcome to this the fifty-fifth 
Encampment of the Department of Massachusetts, Grand Army of the 
Republic. Let us remember and cherish here and now those high 
ideals for which our great organization was formed. Let us clasp 
hands and mingle with one another and in debate as courtly gentle- 
men and high-minded Comrades and friends. Let our actions be such 
that when our work for this occasion is finished, we may go to our 
homes confident of a duty well done, and that this milestone in our 
existence has added new luster to the already sublime pages of history, 
created by our great patriotic institution. Let the spirit of that olden 
time of 1861 be ours to-day. So will this Encampment serve to keep 
the altar fires of our order bright and burning while one comrade lives 
whose thoughts are in keeping with the best and greatest events in 
our country’s history. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The report of the Assistant Adjutant-General all too plainly shows 
that our numbers are growing less as the years go by. But the in- 
fluence of what the boys of ’61 to ’65 achieved will live to keep hu- 
manity ever on the uplift for higher motives and more noble aspira- 
tions as long as free peoples shall exist. 

The consolidated reports for Dec. 31, 1919, showed that the num- 
ber of Comrades then in good standing was 6,097; the total gain for 
the year was 62; the total loss for the year was 803; the number of 
Comrades in good standing Dec. 31, 1920, was 5,356. 
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FINANCES. 


The report of the Assistant Quartermaster-General shows that of 
the invested fund of the Department the sum of $2,200 has been used 
during the year for defraying current expenses. 


MemoriauL Day. 


It has come to be generally known that many of our people do not 
give proper thought or attention to the purpose for which this day was 
instituted by the Grand Army of the Republic. This day is conse- 
crated to sacred memories and heroic services; a day dedicated to all 
true patriots. But the time will come, and is fast approaching, when 
on this annual observance the Union soldier already tottering along 
the western slope of life will behold the new enlightenment of the 
masses, as they point with pride to our Comrades who have gone 
before, and to the monuments which perpetuate their names on earth 
and which are but faint suggestions of that higher Temple in which 
they have found a name and a memorial. 

This annual custom will live because in the deep recesses of the 
human heart there is an abiding reverence for sublime self-sacrifice. 


THe ARMY NURSE. 


Who will ever do justice to the record of sacrifice of the women of 
America on every battlefield for the preservation of the Union? In 
every hospital where the ministering hand and thoughtful mind of 
woman were needed, these angels of mercy were ever at the forefront, 
now soothing the fevered brow, now binding the broken or wounded 
body, and, again, writing the last sweet message of love. Ever by her 
presence the army nurse preached the Sermon on the Mount. Only a 
few remain to bless our declining years.

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WomaANn’s RELIEF CoRPSs. 


The first duty as proclaimed by this organization of patriotic 
women is the care and assistance to be rendered to our Comrades on 
all occasions. It has come to be generally known that the members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic give them first place among the many 
societies of patriotic organizations of women in our country. How 
many deeds of mercy they perform is only known to our suffering 
Comrades or their widows or dependent ones. The name, ‘ Woman’s 
Relief Corps,’ was intended to designate all that is high and holy in 
loyalty and devotion to a great cause; to remain as synonymous of 
all that patriotic woman’s love for noble ideals can imply. Let us hope 
that the Relief Corps will never fail to live up to these ideals so long 
as the Grand Army continues to exist. During my term of office I 
have had many opportunities to converse with Mrs. M. Eunice 
Coolidge, Department President of the Relief Corps, and have always 
found her thoroughly alive to our interest and needs. 


LADIES oF THE G. A. R. 


This organization of the wives, mothers, sisters and daughters of 
the Civil War veterans is formed for the same purpose as the Woman’s 
Relief Corps. In behalf of this Department I am pleased to recognize 
the fact that their work deserves the highest praise. We thank them 
for their work, and wish them Godspeed in their every endeavor for 
their assistance to Comrades in need. 


DAUGHTERS OF VETERANS. 


These faithful workers and earnest Daughters are ever on the alert 
to do the right thing at the right time. I have been especially gratified 
to note their work in connection with the Gov. John A. Andrew Home. 
This ministry is a priceless heritage. May they live long to enjoy 
it.

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Sons OF VETERANS.

After careful thought and a 
thorough survey of the institution as a whole I have only words of 
praise. It surely ranks with any of its kind anywhere in the country. 
The Woman’s Relief Corps and other of our allied bodies add pleasure 
and comfort to its inmates. Entertainments and many bodily com- 
forts are theirs to give. Surely it is done in a loyal spirit. 

The Ladies Aid Association under its president, Mrs. Lou Stuart 
Wadsworth, are real workers at all times for the Home and our Com- 
rades. They have charge also of the Memorial Day exercises in con- 
nection with the Home and supply flowers for the Comrades’ graves. 


Gov. JoHn A. ANDREW HoME. 


This fine home for Civil War veterans and their wives, and also 
for the widows of veterans, situated at Newtonville, is of a type all 
its own in the benevolences of Massachusetts. Here the old home life 
can be continued in comfort under the successful management of its 
exceedingly efficient officers, whose hearts are moved with love for 
those who are unfortunate. Their great sympathetic action and work 
should be accorded in the future as in the past the merited praise of 
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this Department. I have visited this Home, and from personal in- 
spection know whereof I write and speak. I not only bespeak but 
urge for this Home, from every Comrade and Post and from all good 
citizens, a hearty support, where the holiest of family ties can be kept 
sacred. Let us all contribute generously to the needs of this noble 
enterprise whose helpfulness and efficient management have been re- 
peatedly and unanimously endorsed by our Department Encampment. 


County ASSOCIATIONS. 


One of the most interesting duties which as Department Com- 
mander I have been permitted to enjoy has been attendance on some 
of the meetings of these county associations. They have come to mean 
very much. At the present stage of the Grand Army, when Posts have 
already begun to surrender their charters, I have found that the local 
organizations of the Woman’s Relief Corps are playing a large part in 
their continuance. Through this association work I find that the 
public in many localities is kept in touch with the thought and feeling 
of the veterans of the Civil War. Let us all hope for its continuance 
for many years to come. 


NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


The fifty-fourth National Encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, held at Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 21, 1920, was very impres- 
sive with its 15,000 veterans in line at the grand parade. How the 
heart swells with pride at the remembrance of that occasion! The 
Department of Massachusetts, represented by over 100 men, was 
given a splendid ovation along the entire line of march. Erect, 
soldierly, with perfect alignment, each Comrade did his best. I was 
justly proud of being the Commander of such a body of men. To each 
and every participant, I extend every good thought of my heart. 
The Department of Massachusetts has not yet broken ranks and will 
march forever, — march until we stop marching and arrive at the end 
of the way. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I recommend that the sum of $1,500 be appropriated for the 
salary of the Assistant Adjutant-General, and $800 for the Head- 


quarters’ Clerk. 
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I recommend also that the sum of $500 be appropriated to pay the 
traveling expenses of the Department Commander and of such other 
officers as he may detail to attend camp fires, county associations, and 
other functions on Department business. 

I recommend, furthermore, that a sufficient sum be appropriated 
for Department Headquarters at the National Encampment, where- 
ever it may convene, and for the expenses of Department Commander 
and Assistant Adjutant-General in attending the same. 

The per capita tax at the National Encampment at Indianapolis 
was raised from 34 to 10 cents per member. ‘The reason was because 
the income was not adequate to meet the necessary expenses of the 
National Headquarters. ‘This increase was unanimously adopted by 
the Encampment. 

The same condition applies to the Department of Massachusetts, 
which has always maintained a low per capita tax in comparison with 
many other Departments. 

I therefore recommend that, on and after Jan. 1, 1921, the semi- 
annual per capita tax of 10 cents on each member be increased to 25 
cents, payments from each Post to be as per latest authority from 
National Headquarters. For the sake of our Department, and in turn 
for the relief of the National Headquarters, I sincerely hope that this 
recommendation will be adopted. 


CONCLUSION. 


Comrades, I desire to thank you for the great honor conferred on 
me one year ago. To all, each and every Comrade in the Department 
and the members of my personal staff, I tender my sincere thanks for 
their loyal support and unfailing courtesy. To Senior Vice-Com- 
mander Edwin F. Morrill and Junior Vice-Commander Henry Clark I 
am greatly indebted for their manly support rendered to and for me at 
all times. I am deeply impressed with the service rendered by Assistant 
Adjutant-General Philip A. Nordell, and can only express my grati- 
tude. His duty has been well done. In every particular instance the 
Department is kept in the best working order by his work. To. As- 
sistant Quartermaster-General Wilfred A. Wetherbee, my Comrade 
and friend for three decades, I am greatly indebted for kindly advice 
and good counsel, with the good of the Department ever at the fore- 
front. 
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To Judge Advocate Louis E. Pattison, John R. Merritt, Chief 
Mustering Officer, Patriotic Instructor Francis R. Ireland, I extend 
my thanks for every patriotic endeavor in the performance of their 
duty. Our efficient Headquarters Clerk, Eben W. Pike, merits my 
sincere thanks for his duty, always well performed. 

To the memory of my Comrades Thomas R. Appleton, Depart- 
ment Inspector of Post’ 191, and Winthrop B. Robinson, Chief-of- 
Staff of Post 68, I pay my humble tribute of respect. They are gone, 
just over there, to serve with the Great Commander above. Comrade 
Robinson’s unfinished work has been faithfully completed by Comrade 
Geo. H. Rexford of the same Post, who accepted an appointment to 
the office made vacant by Comrade Robinson’s death. 

Our list of surviving Department Commanders has been shortened 
by the removal of two prominent names — that of Comrade Eli 
W. Hall of Post 5 in Lynn, who filled that office in 1893, and John E. 
Gilman of Post 26 in Roxbury in 1899. The former passed away 
November, 1920, and the latter Feb. 20, 1921. Comrade Hall had 
held for many years the responsible office of President of the board of 
trustees of the Soldiers’ Home in Chelsea. To its general welfare and 
the comfort of all its inmates he gave unstinted thought and active 
service. In 1910 Comrade Gilman filled the high office of Commander- 
in-Chief. During recent years, and up to within a few weeks of his 
death, as Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions, he had constant 
opportunities to show his regard for his Comrades in the Civil War and 
for their dependent widows.

The following report shows that five Posts have ceased to exist 


during the past year, namely, No. 55 at Provincetown; 


No. 59 at 


Sterling; No. 186 at Rutland; No. 205 at Bridgewater, and No. 211 
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at Enfield. Not having heard from No. 211 for two years or more, 
a letter addressed there was returned unopened and endorsed “all 
deceased.” 

Ten years is not a long period in the rapid flight of time, but the 
last ten have wrought great changes in our Department. It may not 
be amiss to call attention to a few of the more obvious as shown in 
the reports. At the end of December, 1910, we had 12,769 members 
in good standing. At the end of December, 1920, 5,356 were left, 
showing a loss of 7,418. Ten years ago thirty-two Posts had over 
100 members each; now there are only four such left. On the other 
hand, there were then only three Posts that had 10 members or less; 
there are now forty-one. In a short time nearly all of these forty-one 
will have disappeared, and also many of the larger ones. The provid- 
ing of capable officers to fill the responsible positions is becoming an 
increasing difficulty in many Posts that still report 15 to 30 members. 
Without competent leadership the organizations cannot long survive. 

In this outlook, however, there is no occasion for gloom or de- 
spondency. The brighter side bids us rejoice in the fact that fifty-six 
years after the close of the Civil War we still have 5,356 Comrades 
of that momentous struggle marching with us side by side. Let us 
thank the good God for every day that brings opportunity for con- 
tinued service.

Resolved, That the State Encampment condemns the plan of building a memorial 
building to the soldiers of Massachusetts, who served the State in time of war, on 
an island in the Charles River, the island and bridge to cost $28,000,000; and we 
object to the soldiers of the State who have served their country being camouflaged 
to help pay for any such scheme. 
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“T want to say that around City Hall there has been an atmosphere 
that has endeavored to pull into that memorial building idea a scheme 
to draw money out of the State for the benefit of the city of Boston; 
and if the city of Boston wants to build any island, or wants to build 
any bridges, I question whether the soldiers of Massachusetts ought 
to be used as a shield for the purpose of carrying out the ideas of 
City Hall. Now, further than that I have made an addition to the 
resolution: — 


Second, That we strongly recommend the plan as reported by the commission 
of which J. Payson Bradley was chairman, which is Bill No. 1142, now before the 
Massachusetts Legislature. 


“T will say that I hold in my hand a copy of the report of that 
commission, which was made after having heard over all Massa- 
chusetts, in its various cities, the desires of the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and of the general public, and that report is 
based upon the sentiment of all. That bill is now before the Legis- 
lature, but reported without prejudice, together with the scheme for 
raising the money for such a memorial building which this commission 
recommends. It has been referred to the next General Court, which 
I think it was very proper and right to do. But we want the en- 
dorsement of this convention, for the reason that it will come before 
a legislative committee next year; and we also want the condemnation 
of any scheme to use the soldiers of Massachusetts for any private 
scheme for the contracting engineers or architects in the city of 
Boston.” 

Commander: ‘“ You desire to have that go to the Committee on 
Resolutions?”’ 

Comrade Ham: “TI do.” 

Assistant Adjutant-General Nordell: “Comrades and Department 
Commander, in reference to an increase of the per capita tax in the 
Department, permit me to say that this has been carefully considered 
by the Council of Administration at its last meeting at Headquarters, 
and after full deliberations the Council voted unanimously to recom- 
mend an increase from 10 cents semiannually to 25 cents semian- 
nually. It may seem at first sight as if this was an unduly large in- 
crease, but there are reasons for it. 

“Tn the first place our Department has to-day about as low a per

capita tax as any Department in the Grand Army of the Republic in 
the country. There are one or two — possibly three — Departments 
that have the same per capita tax of 10 cents semiannually, or 20 
eents annually, which the Department of Massachusetts has had for 
the greater part of its existence. But there are other Departments 
that range all the way from 25 cents up to 75 cents a year. The 
Department of California, for example, and Wyoming have had an 
annual per capita tax of 75 cents on every Comrade, and they seem 
to have got along very well with it. ; 

“Tt will be imperatively necessary that the Department of Massa- 
chusetts increase its per capita tax for the coming year. For the six 
months ending Dec. 31, 1920, it amounted to a trifle over $530, and 
$267 of that was taken by the national organization. This left only 
$267 in the treasury with which to carry on the work of the Depart- 
ment during the next six months. 

“Tn the next place we must remember that the number of Comrades 
in the Department is steadily decreasing. Over 675 Comrades were 
removed by death during the past year; that is, over 10 per cent of 
our membership was lost by death alone. The result, you can readily 
see, will be that in a very few years there will not only be a con- 
stantly diminishing per capita tax but a per capita tax entirely inade- 
quate to meet the financing of the Department. Furthermore this tax 
of 25 cents every six months is not a great burden. The government 
has been very kind to the Old Boys of ’61-65, every one of whom, 
no matter whether he served nine months or four years, has a pension 
of $50 a month, or $300 for the six months; no comrade ought to be- 
grudge giving 25 cents of this $300 for the support of the Department 
Headquarters. 

“This recommendation comes to you with the full endorsement of 
not only our Department Commander in his address but of the Coun- 
cil of Administration, which has given this matter full and careful 
consideration, and has voted unanimously to present this reeommenda- 
tion to the Encampment.” 

Commander: “I want to say that what I read in my address I 
meant, every word of it, and in furtherance of what Comrade Nordell 
has said I would add that it seems to me a real necessity; but there 
is one point he has not covered. 

“Do you know that I think the dignity of the Department of 
Massachusetts, Grand Army of the Republic, stands so high that they 
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who administer its affairs in the future should not be handicapped by 
the need of just a few cents from each of you. Of course I realize 
that to dive down into your pockets is a personal matter, but as our 
Comrade has said, we have given this careful thought and I hope 
that you will pass it. Are there any other resolutions?” 

Comrade Buffum of Post 171: “I handed a resolution to Comrade 
Woods whom you named as chairman of the Committee on Resolutions 
though perhaps I ought to have presented it to you first.” 

Commander: ‘“ You have presented to me all the honor you should, 
but if you would like to read it to the Department you may.” 

Comrade Buffum read the following resolution: — 


Whereas, Memorial Day is an institution of the Grand Army of the Republic 
consecrated to one specific and exclusive use, namely, the honoring of the memories 
of those who in the war for the Union gave their lives that the nation might live; 
and 

Whereas, The observance of the day has been largely diverted from its original 
and true intent; therefore, 

Resolved, That this Encampment emphatically protests against any perversion 
of Memorial Day from its sacred purpose of perpetuating the deeds and memories 
of those who fought for the Union in the War of the Rebellion; and we urge all 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic and affiliated organizations to jealously 
guard its proper observance. 


“Mr. Commander, I offer this resolution, and shall I hand it to 
you? If the Committee decides to report it, I would like to say a 
word on it when it comes before the convention.” 

Commander: “This will go to the chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions.” 

Comrade Hillard of Post 3: ‘If in order, I would like to read an 
article written for newspaper publication, which is right along this 
line.”’ : 

Commander: “You have the permission of the Department to do 
ty 

Comrade Hillard: “I thank you, for I think we have been inactive 
in regard to carrying out the sacredness of Memorial Day. 


Memorial Day is a day made sacred for the purpose of remembering the soldiers 
and sailors who gave themselves as a protecting army to preserve the Union of the 
United States, which now is the most powerful nation on the face of the earth, and 
has proved its unity beyond question by its sacrifice of men and means in the great 
World War. 
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Let me quote a few lines that are now in print. ‘The sport gamblers, some of 
them not even honest as gamblers, have gotten our day away from us.” 

What right have they to advertise a Memorial Day this or that? What are they 
remembering? Are they binding up the sad hearts of those now living who have 
pictures of boys, husbands and sweethearts who stood faithful in the Civil War, 
the Spanish War, and in the last World War? Does not Memorial Day bring to 
those mentioned the thoughts of their dead? 

There is a bill before the House of Representatives, No. 208, to keep sacred at 
least a part of Memorial Day. The voice of the 200,000 veterans of the Civil War 
now living, the voice of the Spanish-American war, the voice of that great army of 
the World War, as I believe, is shouting, “Not a part of Memorial Day, but the 
whole day.”’ 

I am not an advocate of “blue laws,” far from it; I believe in a pleasurable recre- 
ation, a rest and diversion from the regular toils of the day-after-day grind, to build 
up the lost nerve force and stimulate the mind by other scenes with comfortable 
thoughts to help us through the prevailing unsettled conditions under which we 
are laboring through the reaction of the world’s strife. 

I would respectfully ask the picture houses to refrain from advertising their 
shows as Memorial Day features, but simply say “on May the 30th.” Let all the 
cities and towns open the gates to a coming law that will come in the future surely, 
to hold the 30th of May as a sacred day of remembrance for all brave boys and 
helpful citizens who have been our protective army in days of danger and need. 
This I believe is patriotism and Americanism. America will be in the future just 
what the people decide to make it. 

An ex-emperor brought his country and throne into a state of misfortune and 
unhappiness as he battled in the names of ‘Me and God.’ But America battles 
when needed, and its cry is, ‘‘In God we trust.”’ And that is the sacredness that is 
to be brought and kept in this land on the thirtieth day of May, which is the Grand 
Army’s day — your Memorial Day —in which they remember sacredly their 
dead. [Applause.] 


Comrade Gilbert of Post 46: “I would like to move that the senti- 
ments expressed in the article written by Comrade Hillard of Taunton 
be the sentiments of this Encampment, and that it be given to the 
papers for publication. [The motion is seconded.] 

Comrade Woods: “Perhaps I can illuminate the situation a little 
bit. I have, as you know, the honor to be a member of the Legis- 
lature; and I appeared before the committee and made the best 
argument I knew how to make in favor of this measure. There was 
also representation on the part of our allied organizations, and there 
was no opposition; but, as I understand it, in the opinion of legal 
gentlemen in the Legislature there is a legal obstacle in the way of 
preventing games. This bill provides that games should be _ pro- 
hibited between 8 o’clock in the morning and 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
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and I understand the proponents of the bill have been given leave to 
withdraw. 

“Now in all these matters there is one other good Comrade and 
myself; we are the ‘Last of the Mohicans,’ so to speak, but you must 
realize that a large part of the Legislature are of the present genera- 
tion and not the past. We made the best arguments we could make, 
but there is that objection I have referred to, and we cannot very well 
say to everybody, ‘You shall not play a game of baseball’ or some- 
thing of that kind. The committee appreciated the situation, and 
were desirous and anxious to do something along the lines of the reso- 
lutions which have been read, but that is the real reason why it has 
not passed. 

“And I want to say this, that as far as I am personally concerned 
we are trying to look after the interests of the veterans of the Civil 
War the best we know how, but there is quite a bunch of kids in the 
Legislature that have forgotten there ever was a war except the last 
one, and we are under some disadvantage in carrying through what 
we would very much like to.”’ [Applause.| 

Commander: “The motion of Comrade John Gilbert is before you, 
and as many as are in favor of the same will please signify it.” [It 
is a unanimous vote.] 

Comrade Stanley of Post 67: ‘As chairman of the Committee to 
nominate Delegates to the National Convention I would like to call 
the Comrades together at Department Headquarters. The Assistant 
Adjutant-General will please read the names of delegates.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “‘And when the roll is called I would suggest 
that Comrades answer ‘Here’, so you will get a full committee when 
they are called together; I know some have been mentioned who are 
not present.”’ [Comrade Nordell calls the list, which is revised and 
made complete.| 

Commander: “I await any further action by the convention. Re- 
member that the first business of the afternoon session will be the 
election of officers for 1921-22.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘I move that when we adjourn it will be to 
meet at 2 o’clock.” 

Comrade Parsons of Post 156: “I move that we adjourn to the hour 
this afternoon suggested by the previous speaker.” [It is a vote.| 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Commander: “The Comrades will please come to order. The first 
business (after some announcements with reference to committees, 
etc.) of the afternoon will be the reception of the Commander-in-Chief, 
William A. Ketchum, and then we will proceed to the election of of- 
ficers.”’ 

Comrade Norcross of Post 143: “I rise to make the motion, that, 
as there is no contest for the Commandership, Comrade Pike be in- 
structed to cast one ballot’? — |The Comrade is declared out of order]. 

Commander: “I will appoint as the committee to receive the Com- 
mander-in-Chief Past Department Commander J. Payson Bradley and 
Assistant Quartermaster General Wilfred A. Wetherbee. That com- 
mittee will please retire to receive the Commander-in-Chief and pre- 
sent him to the Encampment.” 

Past Commander Bradley: “ Department Commander, I have the 
great pleasure to present to you, and through you to the Department 
of Massachusetts, my good friend (I have got to put that in) the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, William 
A. Ketchum.” [Three cheers are proposed and given with enthusi- 
asm. | 

Commander: ‘Comrade Ketchum, will you please take the seat at 
my right. Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts and Com- 
rade William A. Ketchum, Commander-in-Chief, last year at Indian- 
apolis you came down on the floor of the National Encampment and 
greeted every comrade from Massachusetts with a warm, soldierly 
greeting. May I remind you, sir, that within these walls, way back 
in the days of 1861, John A. Andrew, the great war governor of Massa- 
chusetts, stood and said things which meant the real thing in our war 
at that time. And he stood, sir, on yonder steps and welcomed home 
the returning regiments with a cordiality only known to the real men 
of that time. 

“In behalf of the Department of Massachusetts here assembled I 
again return to you that sincere welcome, and press your hand with 
the greetings of the soldiers of Massachusetts. Comrades, may I 
present to you our Commander-in-Chief, William A. Ketchum of 
Indianapolis.” 
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Commander-in-Chief Ketchum: “Commander and Comrades of the 
Department of Massachusetts, I am proud to be welcomed in such 
timely words to the home of John A. Andrew, and when I say to you 
how proud I am to come to the home of John A. Andrew I want to 
add that I am equally proud that I come from the home of Oliver 
P. Morton [applause], who was himself a power and a tower of strength 
in the days that tried men’s souls. 

“In Massachusetts everybody was loyal; in Massachusetts every- 
body was willing to stand by the Stars and Stripes. In Indiana we 
had many that were loyal, but we had many that were not; there 
were in Indiana in those dark days men by the thousands that would 
have been glad to have seen the Stars and Stripes trailing in the dust. 
And Governor Morton had to deal not only with the loyal sons of 
Indiana, not only with her soldiers in the field, but with the men who 
stood by and sought to destroy the army in the front. 

“And so in Indiana while we are proud of Governor Andrew, we 
abate not one whit of our loyalty to Oliver P. Morton. [Applause.] 
Comrades, it is always a pleasure to me to come to Massachusetts and 
to meet the sons of Massachusetts in National and Department En- 
campment assembled. As a lad I used to come through Boston many 
and many a time on my way home from, and on my way to, a little 
college up in New Hampshire which we all love. I had four class- 
mates from Boston, and the first National Encampment I ever at- 
tended was held in Boston in 1890, but since that time I have 
attended twenty-two, but never in all my life have I attended an 
Encampment that so filled my soul as did that Encampment in 
Boston in 1890. [Applause.] 

“We then had a membership of over 400,000; we have now a mem- 
bership of less than 100,000. We had then many survivors of that 
splendid host that poured themselves out like the waves of the ocean 
to the rescue of an imperilled country — perhaps a million and a half 
still survived. ‘To-day of the two millions and a half that responded 
to their country’s call less than a quarter of a million remain with us. 
And when I come here I think of Jack Adams and George Morrill and 
Wilfred Blackmer and Eph. Skillings and — well, the roll is too long 
for me to call. JI cannot but think of those beautiful words of your 
Quaker poet from Massachusetts: — 
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How strange it seems, with so much gone 
Of life and love, to still live on! 
Henceforward, listen as we will, 
The voices of that hearth are still; 
Look where we may, the wide earth o’er, 
Those lighted faces smile no more. 
We tread the paths their feet have worn, 
We sit beneath their orchard-trees, 
We hear, like them, the hum of bees 
And rustle of the bladed corn; 
We turn the pages that they read, 
Their written words we linger o’er, 
But in the sun they cast no shade, 
No voice is heard, no sign is made, 
No step is on the conscious floor! 
Yet Love will dream, and Faith will trust, 
(Since He who knows our need is just, ) 
That somehow, somewhere, meet we must. 
Alas for him who never sees 
The stars shine through his cypress-trees! 
Who, hopeless, sees the breaking day 
Across the mournful marbles play! 
Who hath not learned, in hours of faith, 
The truth to flesh and sense unknown, 
That Life is ever lord of Death, 
And Love can never lose its own! 


“And coming here I cannot forbear to pause for a moment and 
bring a little sprig of rosemary-for-remembrance on the last Com- 
mander-in-Chief that has left us and gone to the farther shore; but 
has left with us a memory of sweet incense and affection that will 
abide with us so long as we live. When I think of John Gilman, with 
his brief term of service — only a few months, beginning with the 
Second Bull Run, but going on through Antietam, Fredericksburg, 
Chancellorsville and finally Gettysburg, where he left his good right 
arm, I feel with Scott ‘that one crowded hour of glorious life is worth 
an age without a name.’ [{Applause.| And that, sir, throughout ’62 
and ’63 was service which shines bright in his country’s history, and 
you and I will long remember the sweet voice and the smiling coun- 
tenance of John E. Gilman. [Applause.| 

“But it is not altogether for reminiscence that we are called here. 
We are to know something not simply of the past. We all know the 
past; it was a glorious past, and it was a past that was instinct with 
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great achievements, great accomplishments, and a great future. We 
fought in a century that is now dead and buried, but not forgotten, 
to save the nation and to make it free; and we saved the nation and we 
made it free! [Applause.] But now we are hoping for peace. Peace 
is what all men and all women hope for, but there are times when 
there is something more important than peace. 


Ill fares the land, to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates, and men decay: 


“And when the men of the land come to think that there is but one 
god and that is Gold; and that there is but one ambition, and that 
is the advancement, success and ambition of a civil life, it is time for 
the waters to be stirred, and for those young men to learn the lesson 
that there is something higher in life than gold or ambition or personal 
preferment. [Applause.] 

“That lesson you learned, magnificently learned, from ’61 to ’65; 
and that lesson your sons and your grandsons in turn learned again 
in 1917 and 1918 when they came to the rescue of an imperilled world. 
Through the efforts of the United States, made possible because of 
your success in the last century, this nation went to the rescue: of 
civilization and liberty, and grandly did it work out that lesson. [Ap- 
plause.| France, England, Belgium and Italy in the spring of 1917 
were bled white, and they needed something from across the sea; and 
that something came from across the sea, not by the thousands, not 
by the hundred thousands, but by the millions, and by their blood 
and sacrifice the world has been saved for the future. [Renewed ap- 
plause.| And so I feel in greeting you that I should pay tribute not 
only to what you have done but to what your sons and your sons’ 
sons have done in this century. And with that greeting I will pause 
to permit you to proceed with the orderly conduct of your business. 

“But I have been asked again and again and again, until the 
tympanum of my ears has got raw over the question I cannot satis- 
factorily answer, namely, where is the next Encampment to be held? 
[Laughter and applause.] I don’t want to take any one of you into 
my confidence, I want to take you all; and so I will report all that 
I know. 

“You know, if you think about it, that the railroads of this land 
are in a terrible condition. For two years and more they were scrapped 
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by the government, and turned back to the owners very much like an 
old horse that has outlived its usefulness is turned out on the grass 
to live or starve as he himself can find a way. The railroads are in 
a terrible condition, and they are admitting, | fear, that they are in 
a far worse condition than they really are. 

“We selected an ideal place to hold the Encampment, a place where 
every man that went into the service west of the Androscoggin or 
the Penobscot could come back, and going or returning could visit 
his old home from the place to which he had gone. But our kind 
friends of the New England Passenger Association said, “No, no, no, 
we cannot hear a word about a concession,” and the boys that live 
here could very well go out to Lynn, if we were to have the Encamp- 
ment there, on the ordinary rates, and the boys who live in Indian- 
apolis could very well go to Fort Wayne on the ordinary rates, but 
the boys that live in California, Colorado, Minnesota, Kansas and 
Nebraska could not come on the ordinary rates to either Lynn or 
Broadripple or Southport in the neighborhood of Indianapolis. 

“We want, if we can, to come to New England —if we can get a 
rate and a satisfactory invitation from Springfield — and Springfield 
is talking. But if we cannot get a satisfactory rate to Springfield, 
and can get a satisfactory rate to St. Paul, we will go to St. Paul. If 
we get no invitations from Springfield or St. Paul, or can get no 
satisfactory rate to either of those places, we will find some place in 
the Central West that is nearer to the great majority of the Comrades, 
where they can go without stinting themselves and living on bread 
and water for the rest of the year. 

“We have under consideration those two cities and a city in the 
Central West. I have notified each member of the Executive Com- 
mittee and I have notified those three cities that between now and 
the 20th of April, when I shall return from this trip to New England, 
to report just what they want, what they are willing to say, and then 
when I get that word my Executive Committee and myself will go to 
Chicago, and we will meet the Western Passenger Association; we will 
meet the Central Passenger Association; we will meet the Trunk Line 
Passenger Association, and we will not meet with the New England 
Passenger Association at all [laughter]; and depending on what they 
will say the Encampment will be located either at Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, at St. Paul, Minnesota, or somewhere in the Central West 
that I do not care to mention just now, where it will be easiest for 
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the great body of the membership of this magnificent organization to 
meet with the least inconvenience to themselves, their families and 
their purses. And I trust that this good Department of Massachusetts, 
who are representing such a magnificent Commonwealth, will bear 
with patience me and my Executive Committee and trust we are doing 
the best we can to answer the question you have all put to me to-day. 
And that is the best answer I can give to you.” [Great applause.| 

Commander: “The Commander-in-Chief reminds me of a character 
in a story by Dickens who says, ‘He have a heart in the right place,’ 
and so I am sure he has opened his heart to you and shown just what 
he proposes to do. Commander, you are welcome to sit with us and 
enjoy the meeting. 

“The next business, according to the assignment, is the nomination 
and election of officers for the ensuing year. Past Commander Wil- 
der.” 

Comrade Wilder: “I move, sir, that the Assistant Adjutant-General 
cast one ballot bearing the name of Edwin F. Morrill for the office of 
‘Department Commander for the ensuing year.” 

This motion being duly seconded is put, resulting in a unanimous 
affirmative vote. 

Comrade Nordell: ‘In accordance with the vote just passed I have 
the honor to deposit one ballot for Edwin F. Morrill as Department 
Commander.” 

Commander: ‘Comrades, by your ballot you have elected Edwin 
F. Morrill as Department Commander for the ensuing year. Com- 
rade Morrill. [Applause.| Three years ago my Comrade stood over 
in Faneuil Hall and gracefully withdrew that I might be first to re- 
ceive the honors of this Department. For three years I have been 
associated with him; he has been my firm friend, and, as I said in my 
address to-day, he has been a real man to me. And so I take great 
pleasure in presenting him to you.” 

Commander-Elect Morrill: “Commander-in-Chief, Department- 
Commander and Comrades, as the Department Commander has stated, 
two years ago I took up the duty that he laid down, that of Junior 
Vice-Commander of this Department. One year ago through your 
vote I took the office of Senior Vice-Commander; and to-day you 
have conferred upon me by your action here at this time the greatest 
honor that you can confer upon any Comrade. 
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“T sincerely appreciate, after serving you two years, your continued 
confidence, and I appreciate it the more as I look into the faces of all 
the Comrades before me. I told my side partner here this morning 
as we looked over this audience that it was one of the finest pictures 
that we could cast our eyes upon, — to see so many Comrades of the 
Department of Massachusetts together in this hall, —and he cer- 
tainly agreed with me. 

“Now all I can say to you, Comrades, is that as in the past two 
years I have endeavored to do whatever duty has devolved upon me, 
health permitting, so during the coming year I will give what service 
I can to this Department to the best of my ability. I thank you, 
Comrades, one and all.”’ [Applause.| 

Commander: “The Commander-in-Chief is to depart, and is to 
visit the Massachusetts Legislature. So I will appoint Past Depart- 
ment Commander John M. Woods and Past Commander J. Payson 
Bradley to go with him to the Legislature. Comrades, let us rise and 
give Comrade Ketchum a royal bumper as he goes out.” 

Great applause by hand and voice, the customary three cheers and 
a tiger. 

“The next business of the afternoon is the nomination for Senior 
Vice-Commander.”’ 

Comrade Stanley of Post 67: “One year ago the convention decided 
that every office in the Department should be open to any Comrade 
who wished to climb up there. There is one Comrade who was 
elected at that time who has not expected to be advanced to the office 
of Senior Vice-Commander. He hardly expected to do that himself, 
but his friends, many Comrades, have urged him to advance. He 
has listened to their cry, and I have been asked to present the name 
of Comrade Henry Clark of Post 36 for the office of Senior Vice- 
Commander. [Applause.] Nearly all of you know Comrade Clark. 
You know the great heart that is in him, and how much he has worked 
for the advancement of the Grand Army of the Republic in all these 
years. Now it is up to you to say whether you want him to be ad- 
vanced to that high office or not. I thank you.” 

Comrade Hubbard of Post 36: “I rise to second the nomination 
that has just been made. The Comrade mentioned I know and have 
known for the last fifty years, and I have known him to be a man 
from the beginning; I know that he is beloved by everybody that 
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knows him in the Department, and they are all anxious to see him 
advanced. I assure you that you can get no man that will be more 
interested in this Department than Comrade Clark.” 

Comrade Scudder of Post 125: “In accordance with the vote that 
was passed here last year I esteem it my privilege to present a name 
that stands second to none in ability and in his interest in the success 
and management of this Order. No one doubts the ability described 
or the good intentions of the nomination just made, but I present a 
name that has long been known as one of the leaders of the bar of 
Massachusetts, whose ability and experience has always been at the 
disposal of his Comrades, a name known and honored from Cape Cod 
to the Berkshires, a man known for his legal attainments and his strict 
observance of Massachusetts ideals. For years he has been Com- 
mander of a struggling Post which, but for him, would long ago have 
given up its charter. Through all these years he has been a constant 
and earnest worker, never expecting office in this Department, but 
now in our days of weakness it would seem to be the part of wisdom 
that we call on the ablest talent we possess to guide and direct the 
course of our declining days. 

“The Grand Army of the Republic stands unique among the or- 
ganizations of the world, but our numbers are growing startlingly 
small. But few more years can we hope to meet in this historic city 
as an organization, but so long as we have strength let us show a 
united front in defence of the principles for which we struggled and 
for which we were organized more than half a century ago. Looking 
to no particular section for our leaders, but looking for men — men of 
ability, men of character — who can successfully uphold our glorious 
banner. Commander and Comrades, we have the man of ability 
and character, who if elected will successfully manage the affairs of 
our Department and will reflect credit upon every member of the 
Grand Army. This Department has been extremely fortunate in its 
chief officers, and it is incumbent upon us to maintain that standard. 
For that reason I present the name of Herbert C. Joyner of Post 126 
for Senior Vice-Commander of this Department.” [Applause.| 

Past Commander Mole: “I wish to second this nomination, and I 
do it with the greatest confidence as far as ability and good comrade- 
ship, and as far as a true Grand Army man is concerned. You all 
know it was voted last year unanimously that there should not be 
the succession that has been going on for so many years. So we, up 
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in Berkshire County, knowing we had a good, strong man, have 
brought him here to-day, and we ask the support of this Encampment 
for the name of Herbert C. Joyner, Esq., of Great Barrington. You 
will make no mistake on it.” 

Commander: “Are there any other nominations for Senior Vice- 
Commander?” 

Junior Vice-Commander Henry Clark: ‘Commander and Comrades, 
I know that I have a strong body of friends in this Encampment. I 
know that there are many who will vote for me if I stand for this 
office. Comrades, I know most of you personally, and know that 
you are all friends of mine. 

“Now, if you are friends you do not want me to do anything I will 
ever be ashamed of. Last year a resolution was passed by the En- 
campment that no Comrade should follow on in the way we had been 
doing, —the Junior Vice to Senior and the Senior to Commander. 
The vote was passed and passed unanimously. There was not a dis- 
senting voice. 

“T have thought that I wanted to be Senior Vice-Commander; I 
do want to be Senior Vice-Commander. I realize that if I pull out 
of this that I am out of the running, and most likely many of you will 
forget that I ever existed. [Voices, “ Never, never!”’] ‘But that is not 
what I want. Now, I have listened to the speeches of the Nominating 
Committee —the dear Comrades that nominated me. Every word 
they said they meant. They are dear friends of mine, and the whole 
Department I believe are friends of mine. But there is that resolu- 
tion, and it has been brought very strongly to me since the votes 
were put out, and while they were being put out, that if I stand to-day 
for this nomination, and you in the kindness and loyalty of your 
hearts elect me Senior Vice-Commander, I am well aware that the 
resolution is knocked to pieces, and that we shall go on as we have 
heretofore and come up by succession. 

“Now, when I was elected Junior Vice-Commander last year I stood 
on the platform and told you that I endorsed that resolution, that 
I believed in it because so many Comrades more worthy and better 
qualified than myself had not held offices; and to-day as I have been 
listening to the nominating speeches it comes home to me more than 
ever that that speech which I made was false — that it did not ring 
true; and although it may seem a little weak in me to allow my 
friends — dear friends that they are, who are for me wholly and truly 
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—, they will think it a little strange that I allow them to put out the 
ballots, but you know, my Comrades, I hesitated and you almost 
forced me to it, because there was that resolution. The fact that the 
time is growing less; we are all old men; we cannot live long, and 
you have given me a certain degree of honor. 

“And so, my Comrades, I am willing to stand to one side and let 
another Comrade way up in the Berkshires; the Comrade who nomi- 
nated him explained to you how his superiority entitles him to the 
position. Perhaps it does. Comrades, I do not feel that I am weak, 
but that I can perform the duties of the office. That is not my reason. 
My reason for withdrawing is wholly and solely because I believe 
that that resolution should stand, and that it is not the proper time 
for me to advance. If in the years to come you want me for any 
position I shall be glad to respond, but I will not break the resolution 
at this time. And so, Mr. Commander, it does not exactly give me 
pleasure, but I feel it a duty to second the nomination of Comrade 
Joyner.” 

Comrade Ireland of Post 125: “Inasmuch as there has been no 
other name presented, and Comrade Clark has so graciously declined, 
I move that the Assistant Adjutant-General cast one vote for Comrade 
Joyner for Senior Vice-Commander for the coming year.” , 

This motion being duly seconded was put and received both a large 
affirmative and negative vote noisily expressed, followed by shouts of 
“Doubt it.” 

Comrade Fulton of Post 79: “I rise to second the nomination of 
Comrade Joyner. For more than forty years, I think, it has been 
my privilege to be a member of this Department Convention, and I 
believe this is the first time I have ever had the desire or have been 
prompted by my conscience to take the floor on any subject. I do 
not second the nomination of Comrade Joyner because I have been 
asked to do so. It is purely voluntary. And I do not second it 
because the Comrade belongs in the same county as I do; he is in 
the extreme end of the county while I am at the other end of the 
county. 

“T happen to know him for forty years or more. I admit, Mr. 
Commander, that there would be no mistake made if Comrade Pratt 
were elected Senior Vice. I will admit that there are perhaps a 
hundred or more on the floor that would make excellent Vice-Com- 
manders —”’ 
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A Comrade: “I rise to a question of order. We are awaiting the 
decision of the Chair on the last vote.” 

Commander: “Your point is not well taken.” 

Comrade Fulton [continuing]: “More than thirty-five years ago I 
first met Comrade Joyner. It was my privilege to say to members 
under this gilded dome at that time, 1896, that I was proud that 
Comrade Joyner was a Comrade of mine in the Grand Army, — proud 
that he was a member of the Legislature. When his time was up in 
the House — [shouts of “Question, question!’’] they wanted to send 
him to the Senate. They did. I know from his ability” — [“ Ques- 
tion, question!’’] 

Commander: “I will read the resolution. 


1. That the custom of filling the offices of Department Commander and Senior 
Vice-Commander by successive advancements of the Junior Vice-Commander be 
discontinued. 

2. That the office of Department Commander may be filled by an immediate 
election of a Comrade who has not filled either of the lower offices. 

3. That the Senior and Junior Vice-Commanders shall accept their respective 
offices without expectation of, or implied claim for, advancement to the next higher 
office, — a rule which has worked with entire satisfaction in local Posts, and in the 
national organization of the Grand Army. 

4. That this change shall become operative in the case of the Department Junior 
Vice-Commander to be elected at the present Encampment (1920), and of the Junior 
and Senior Vice-Commanders to be elected next year (1921) and thereafter. 

5. That this change shall not operate in the case of the present Senior and Junior 
Vice-Commanders, who were elected under the former system. 

6. That nominations for the first three Department offices shall be made from 
the floor of the Encampment. 

It was moved by Comrade W. A. Wetherbee, and seconded by Comrade Eugene 
D. Sanborn, that these recommendations be referred to the Department Encamp- 
ment with the hearty endorsement of the Council of Administration. This motion 
was carried unanimously. 


“And this vote was carried in the last Encampment.” 

Comrade Clark: “Those resolutions are my reason for withdrawing. 
You see, Comrades, it does not belong to me to be the next Senior 
Vice-Commander.” ; 

Commander: “The question before the Encampment is that the 
Department Adjutant-General cast one vote for Comrade Herbert C. 
Joyner for Senior Vice-Commander for the ensuing year. All those in 
favor —” 
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A Comrade [in the rear of the hall]: “That has been put to vote 
and lost.” 

Commander: “ All those in favor of that motion will please manifest 
it by saying ‘Aye.’ The noes have it. 

“Comrades, you will prepare your ballots for the office of Senior 
Vice-Commander. And, incidentally, I want to present to you a very 
young Comrade, Major Preston M. Farrington of Franklin, who is 
only ninety-seven years old. He has to go home, but thinks he is 
very lucky to have been here to-day. 

“While this vote is being taken I will read the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials.

“The voting is closed for Senior Vice-Commander. The next 
business in order will be the nominations for Junior Vice-Commander 
for the ensuing year.” 

Comrade Ham of Post 2: “It is my privilege and pleasure to pre- 
sent to you the name of a man fully qualified to fill any office within 
the Grand Army of the Republic, or to fill any office anywhere within 
the Commonwealth ‘of Massachusetts that the people might elect him 
to. There have been in our country men who have been chosen for 
high official positions, and the first requisite for those positions was, 
How is that man held in his own home? That was the case of many 
of the Presidents, more especially the one that is now holding the 
place of President of the United States, — How did the people of 
Ohio, how did his native city look upon him? 

“The man I will present to you to-day went to the town of Stough- 
ton in 1878; we find that he was transferred from the Chelsea Post 
to Stoughton Post 72 in 1883; we find that he was elected selectman 
of that town, and has been such for nineteen years; and that he is 
now chairman of that board of selectmen. His personality has drawn 
together 113 other leading men of Stoughton to join that Post as 
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associate members, which shows you in what esteem he is held in his 
own town. He has been for ten years the Commander of the Veterans’ 
Union; he has been Commander of his Post, and for thirty-nine years 
held the place of Adjutant. JI hold in my hand a form of record that 
his brain conceived and his efficiency has laid before the people of 
Stoughton, showing facts about every man who has served the Com- 
monwealth from that town, where he was born, his parents, and 
every incident connected with his life, —and this was the idea of 
Comrade George W. Pratt [applause], and it is put in the town 
records so that every one can find all about the 363 men who served 
in the World War or the Spanish War, ‘as well as in the Civil War. 
You can put your finger on everything connected with their lives. 

“We thank God for a man of such efficiency in the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and I present to you the name of Comrade Geo. W. 
Pratt to be your Junior Vice-Commander.”’ 

Commander John R. Merritt of Post 118: “I desire to place in 
nomination the name of a Comrade resident in the northern section 
of the Commonwealth, who is a charter member of his Post, who has 
held every office in it, and who receives the hearty endorsement of all 
its present officers and members. 

“He served as sergeant in Company G, 35th Massachusetts In- 
fantry, was severely wounded at the Battle of Antietam and left for 
dead, was recommended for a commission which he received for valor 
in the war, and was made a lieutenant. His commission was signed 
by President Abraham Lincoln. 

“Now, I have no long speech to make about this gentleman, but I 
know him well and his name is Martin L. Stover; he has always been 
~ active in the organization, and I think we will make no mistake if 
to-day we nominate Comrade Stover for the office of Junior Vice- 
Commander.” 

Comrade Monk of Post 87: “I rise to second the nomination of 
George W. Pratt. I am a native of Stoughton and was the first 
Commander of the Post he represents, although I did not know him 
at that time; but I have known him since in his work for the Grand 
Army and as an officer of the town of Stoughton, and it gives me 
great pleasure to say to the Comrades assembled here that if they 
cast their votes for and elect Comrade George W. Pratt as Junior 
Vice-Commander they will make no mistake. They will secure the 
services of a Comrade who is patriotic from the tips of his toes to the 
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end of every hair on his head, and he has got a lot of them; and that 
he will perform the duties of that office with ability.” 

Comrade Dalton of Post 34: “I rise to second the nomination of 
Comrade Stover of Post 47. I have known him many, many years, 
and know that he is an earnest and hard-working Comrade. Only 
think of the name, —if the Encampment will take Martin Luther 
Stover as its Junior Vice-Commander, in the words of the others, they 
will make no mistake.” 

Comrade Downs of Post 101: ‘I also second that nomination. I 
know Past Commander Stover and have for years and years. ‘There 
has not been one word said about his war record, but he has gota 
war record on the rolls of honor that is second to none. I will tell 
you. He did an heroic act in one battle and was commended by 
General Sturgis, who said, ‘Sergeant Stover, you have done an heroic 
act and you shall have a promotion, and, by God, I will see that you 
get it.’ He wrote to Governor Andrew, but the letter was not re- 
ceived, but nothing daunted he got to the ear of President Lincoln 
and told him of the heroic act, and President Lincoln issued to him 
a second lieutenant’s commission, which, moreover, he did not get 
until a good many months afterwards, because they went into the 
Antietam fight. Company G, 35th Massachusetts, fought at the 
Bridge there and they gained the day; the 35th Massachusetts was 
the first regiment that went over Burnside Bridge that day, and after 
they had called the roll they found they had between 60 and 80 men 
killed and over 800 wounded, of which Sergeant Stover was one. 

“Lieutenant Stover has never had any office in this Department to 
my knowledge since he has been a member. Therefore I think from 
his ability and achievements —as much as this eloquent man has 
claimed for his candidate — that I can add that he is a soldier always 
working for the soldiers, and from the way he has managed Post 47 
he will magnify the office of Junior Vice-Commander in this Depart- 
ment.” 

Comrade Ellis of Post 78: ‘Commander and Comrades, you have 
heard the talk of some of our Comrades trying to lift some other 
Comrades up to the third heaven and making them angels without 
wings. For a few years past we have been figuring on the value of 
the dollar, and it has been shown to us to be 25, 30 or 50 cents or so; 
but what we want is 100 cents on the dollar, and when you get a 
man you are acquainted with that is 100 cents on the dollar, he is

the man we want to appraise. And I want to second the nomination 
of George W. Pratt, whom I know as a valuable man, and you will 
all value him when you know him.” 

The nominations were then closed. The vote for Senior Vice- 
Commander was announced: Whole number of votes, 530; necessary 
for choice, 266; Comrade Henry Clark, 398. 

Comrade Clark: “‘Commander and Comrades, when I left home 
this morning it was with the determination not to stand for this 
office to which you have elected me, for the reasons I have stated. 
But two months ago I went to my printer and had these votes printed 
at a time when I felt strongly that I would run for the office. 

“When I left home I took my satchel and put my belt in it, and 
these votes lay there and my wife put them into the bag. She said, 
‘You don’t know what will happen,’ and I believe she was right. 
And let me give you this advice, — always listen to your wife. 

“Now, Comrades, after what I said when up before I thought that 
would end it, but you have decided otherwise in the kindness of your 
hearts, and with all the loyalty in you you have seen fit to elect me 
to this office. And so, Comrades, I accept it in the spirit you tender 
it, and during the year to come I will endeavor as in the past to do 
my duty as the assistant of our splendid Commander-Elect Comrade 
Morrill. I thank you, my Comrades, for your confidence, and will 
promise not to abuse it.” [Applause.] 

Comrade Joyner: “Jn the first place I want to move a viva voce 
election of Comrade Clark to the office of Senior Vice-Commander; 
in the second place I want to let the Comrades know who Iam. I 
came a long distance to attend the meeting of this Department. I 
live just as far away from the gilded dome as I can get, practically, 
and be within the limits of the Commonwealth — way off in the 
southwestern corner of the State. It is expensive to come to Boston, 
and the Post I belong to has no one to represent it here except myself 
and the Vice-Commander of the Post. 

“Now, it is the privilege of a lawyer to criticize, and my first 
criticism is that this Encampment ought to be down in Faneuil Hall, 
which was the birthplace and the cradle of liberty and we ought to 
stay there; and I hope hereafter that the Department will meet in 
Faneuil Hall. Secondly, we have been able to observe Memorial 
Day only with the help of the men of the Legion, and I have no 
sympathy with any one of the Grand Army who antagonizes that 
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body. We ought to invite the men of the Legion to assist us. I 
don’t say this disinterestedly, because I trained my only surviving 
son in duty to defend the flag, and he was the first man from our 
town to volunteer, and he went across and stayed about three years; 
and it was the result in part of the instruction I had always given him, 
and the example he had always seen of the men of the Grand Army. 

“So I say do not let us in any way make Memorial Day unpopular. 
Do not seek to cut off the men who are let out of the mills and want 
to play a game. Do not make ourselves unpopular with the men who 
want to play golf. In Lenox and Stockbridge and the wealthy places 
of this State they want to play games, and what harm? I don’t see 
any harm in it. If you undertake to stop them by law you will be 
just as ineffective in doing it as you were in trying to stop that man 
by law. If I had been elected, it would have been because of a 
technical law. 

“Let every man enjoy Memorial Day as he will, stop every mill, 
stop everything, and let the men out on Memorial Day. And while 
I am on my feet I want to say another thing. It was suggested here 
this morning that you should not use this island for the purpose that 
they desired to use it, but I venture the opinion that the people can 
do that thing —”’ 

A Comrade: “I rise to a point of order. There is no question be- 
fore the house; the Comrade is talking to no motion and delaying 
the business of this organization.”’ 

Commander: ‘ Your point is well taken in the sense, as I take it, 
that Comrade Joyner rose to make the nomination of Comrade Clark 
unanimous.” 

Comrade Joyner: ‘I renew the motion and stop talking, and trust 
you will put it.” [The motion is so put and made a vote.] 

Commander: “The next business will be the election of Department 
Medical Director, and you will please to nominate.” 

Comrade Hillard of Post 3: “For Medical Director I would nomi- 
nate simply and whole-heartedly the present incumbent, Dr. Walter 
B. Whiting of Gettysburg Post 191, and would make the motion that 
the Assistant Adjutant-General cast one ballot bearing this name.” 

This was carried out in due form. 

Commander: “The next business is the nomination of Department 
Chaplain.” 

Comrade Fiske of Post 18: “I desire to place in nomination for 
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Department Chaplain for the ensuing year a Comrade that is well 
known in the western part of Middlesex County. I assure you he 
will be a live chaplain, for he is a minister preaching at the present 
time; he has attended many and many Grand Army funerals in our 
vicinity, and is a man whom we all believe in. I refer to Comrade 
James B. King of Post 14 of Hopkinton. Will Comrade King rise 
so we can look at him; he is a white man.”’ 

Comrade Pierce of Post 63: “I wish to second the nomination of 
Comrade King. I am somewhat acquainted with the Comrade and 
know his record to be Al; and if the Comrades of this Department 
elect him as Chaplain, we shall get a good man to look after us during 
the coming year.”’ 

On motion the Assistant Adjutant-General cast one ballot for James 
B. King for Chaplain. 

Commander: “By your direction Rev. James B. King of Hop- 
kinton has been elected Department Chaplain for the ensuing year. 
Comrade King.” [Applause.| 

Chaplain-Elect King: ‘Comrades, I appreciate your kindness in 
choosing me for this office. I have made no effort whatever per- 
sonally to be elected; my Post, however, insisted that I should con- 
sent to run for the office in their behalf, but I have sat quietly by. 
I feel now as I stand before you some measure of responsibility put 
upon me to fulfill the duties of the office to the best of my ability, 
and that the office requires perhaps more ability than I can give it. 
But be assured, Comrades, that I want to be at your service in every 
way that I can whenever you demand it. I would like to be the 
friend of every one of you, and as far as in me lies I shall be such. 
In the sacred duties which I may be called upon to perform I shall 
try to act conscientiously and as a Christian minister, which I am 
and have been since a few years after the Civil War. And I am still 
in the harness though in my eighty-second year, — still preaching 
every Sunday; but I will give what time and strength I can give you 
in this office, which I hold to be very sacred. [Applause.] 

Comrade Nordell: “I understand from the Officer of the Day that 
there is a delegation from the Sons of Veterans’ Auxiliary waiting at 
the entrance to be admitted.” 

Comrade Gilbert: ‘Reporting for your committee I would say that 
we have attended to our duties in vising the Army Nurses, and they 
extend their thanks for the good men sent to see them.”’ 
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Commander: “Let*the delegation from the Sons of Veterans’ Aux- 
iliary be escorted into our presence. I have received a summary of 
the votes for Junior Vice-Commander: whole number of votes cast, 
469; scattering, 2; M. L. Stover, 125; George W. Pratt, 342. 

“By your votes you have elected Comrade George W. Pratt of 
Stoughton Junior Vice-Commander for the ensuing year.” 

The delegation from the Sons of Veterans’ Auxiliary was then es- 
corted to the rostrum, and its members formally presented to the 
Commander by the several members of the committee assigned to 
this duty. 

Commander: “Ladies of the Sons of Veterans’ Auxiliary, I am 
pleased to welcome you to the Encampment of the: Department of 
Massachusetts. Comrades, it is a rare thing for a Department Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of Massachusetts to greet somebody from 
his own bailiwick. The Department President of the Sons of Vet- 
erans’ Auxiliary, Mrs. Emma L. Loomis, is a native of my home city 
of Westfield, — the newest city in the Commonwealth. 

“When I was first elected Junior Vice-Commander she and her 
organization presented to me the kindest felicitations, and from that 
time to the present day that organization has stood for what I eall 
the best interests of the Grand Army of the Republic. They ha've 
always been ready to do the right thing at the right time. Comrades, 
may I present to you one of the best and most patriotic women of 
my home city, Mrs. Emma L. Loomis, President of the Sons of 
Veterans’ Auxiliary.” 

Mrs. Emma L. Loomis: “ Department Commander Goodwin and 
Comrades of the Grand Army, it is with great pleasure that I come 
to you this afternoon to extend the greetings of the Sons of Veterans’ 
Auxiliary and wish for you the most successful convention you have 
ever conducted. Mr. Goodwin has told you that I am a resident of 
his ‘home city,’ which is true, and it has been with pleasure that we 
have served as the head of two Departments this year. I wish to 
extend to Mr. Goodwin my personal greetings. 

“And just to let you know how much we love the Comrades of the 
Grand Army, permit me to say that my father was a veteran. He has 
been gone from me a great many years, but every one who wears the 
little bronze button means so much to me. And it is such a lesson 
in loyalty to every one interested in patriotism to see these Comrades 
and the way they stand by their colors, and what the Grand Army 
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has stood for so many years since the Civil War. It is with great 
pleasure I come here this afternoon also to present to your organi- 
zation a little token of love and esteem from the Sons of Veterans’ 
Auxiliary, and we hope it will be a little bit of help for the Comrades 
in the coming year.” 

Commander: “Comrades, I am sure that some of the generous 
personality of Mrs. Emma L. Loomis has been put into this check, 
and I thank you and your organization for it in behalf of this De- 
partment, and Comrade Wetherbee will take charge of this gift.’ 

Comrade Wetherbee: “I think the Comrades ought to know what 
is going on up here, though I assure you, sir, that it is with pleasure 
I take this check, — for $250 by the way, — and will place it among 
the funds of our Department. It will go a long way towards helping 
support the Department.” 

Mrs. Anderson of the delegation: ‘ Department Commander Good- 
win and Comrades of the Grand Army, I think after the lively speech 
of Sister Loomis I ought to feel a wee bit jealous that I didn’t come 
from this ‘home town.’ All they preach about is love, and we all 
feel as though we wanted some too, but we put one over on your 
officer who said your election was in progress by promising that we 
would not take over five minutes. So Mr. Department Commander, 
I wish to extend to you and to your incoming officers my personal 
greetings and the best wishes of our Division. We wish you a splendid 
year with health and happiness for all. To you, Commander Good- 
win, as our president has made a presentation, I should like to proffer 
a personal gift for your own sweet self.’ [Laughter and applause.| 

Commander: “I want Comrade Wetherbee to open that long 
package. Furthermore, I want to tell you that when I was elected 
Junior Commander the ladies of my home town gave me a silk um- 
brella, and I would rather have lost almost anything. But I went up 
to Northampton to install officers, hung that beautiful silk umbrella 
in the car and, well, I lost it. And the next time I met Mrs. Loomis 
I said, ‘my dear good woman, it is gone!’ Mrs. Anderson, I thank 
you and your organization from the bottom of my heart.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘Commander, as you go through your ‘home 
town’ I trust if it is raining you will put this up, but I would sug- 
gest that you tie a string to it, for from the feel of its texture it is too 
good an umbrella to hang up in an electric car.” 

Mrs. Brown of the delegation: “I am very glad, Mr. Commander, 
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to be here this afternoon. I cannot make a speech, but can only give 
you and your Department my best wishes.” 

Miss Chapman: ‘No one coming before an assembly like this can 
help being inspired and gain enthusiasm for the work. I know as I 
go to my home and back to my duties, and to-morrow when I ask 
my children to salute the flag, that I shall have even more of the 
spirit of patriotism to live up to, and feel the principles for which 
you fought. I wish and hope and pray that many to-morrows will 
bring renewed happiness to you all.” 

Upon the retirement of the ladies of this delegation they were 
saluted with three cheers and a tiger. 

Comrade Dalton of Post 34: “I move that when we adjourn it be 
to meet at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning at this place.’ [It was so 
voted.] 

Commander: “Is the Committee to nominate Comrades for a 
Council of Administration ready to report?” 

The committee then presented the following names: Wm. A. Ben- 
jamin, Post 81; William H. Cate, Post 156; William J. Hargraves, 
Post 191; Wm. L. Gage, Post 87; John L. Merritt, Post 118. As- 
sistant Quartermaster-General Wetherbee was commissioned to cast 
one ballot for this list, and they were declared elected. . 

Commander: “In the absence of the Assistant Adjutant-General. 
I will ask Comrade and Past Commander Stanley to read the names 
of the Comrades nominated for delegates and alternates to the next 
National Encampment. [The list was read.| 

“What is your pleasure in relation to this report?” 

It was moved that Assistant Quartermaster-General Wetherbee cast 
one ballot, and it was so voted. 

Comrade Wetherbee: “In accordance with your vote I deposit one 
ballot bearing the names as read.” 

Commander: “By this action you have elected these Comrades as 
delegates and alternates to the next National Encampment, and I de- 
clare them so elected. If there is no further business a motion to 
adjourn is in order, which means until to-morrow morning at 10 
o’clock.”’ 

A motion to this effect having been made and seconded, the En- 
campment then adjourned. 
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SECOND Day. 


Avuaustus P. GARDNER HALL, 
Strate Houss, April 6, 1921. 


Commander: ‘‘Comrades, you will please come to order. I hope 
you are not all tired out this morning. I want to make one little 
request, namely, that when any visiting committees are here, or when 
_ any Comrade is discussing a question, you will kindly refrain from 
whispering. One Comrade on my left tells me that he could not 
hear many things that were said yesterday. This is not a matter of 
reproof, but just a courteous request.” 

“Comrades, there is a delegation from the Sons of Veterans waiting 
at the door, and, Officer of the Day, will you admit them.” 

The delegation is escorted to the platform. 

“Boys, I am pleased to meet you here this morning. It has been 
said throughout the latter part of this year that there is a gang of 
‘troopers’ in the Sons of Veterans, and I see the chief of that ‘gang’ 
is here —from my home town — and I shall have to be careful with 
my friend Fred Bolton present, who is the chief of that ‘gang.’ But 
J am glad to greet you one and all. | 

“Comrades, I am pleased to present to you one of the well known 
Sons of Veterans of this country, my friend Ex-Mayor Sisson of 
Pittsfield. Comrade Sisson.” 

Comrade Sisson of the delegation: “Mr. Commander, Comrades of 
my father, and Boys, I don’t know as your heads are any whiter than 
ours [laughter], and since we have arrived at that dignity of manhood 
where we are both sons of soldiers and fathers of soldiers it is a little 
difficult for us to place ourselves and find out in which battles we 
have fought the hardest. We have our titles, too, but I suspect that 
we are to be colonels of the next war, not having participated so much 
in the last one. . 

“The one thing that I would say to you, besides bringing my con- 
gratulations and felicitations, is that we hope in us you may see some 
of that matured judgment, some of that unflinching loyalty to the 
flag which you saved; so much so that your last days may be made 
happy in the reflection that your heritage is going to be left to worthy 
hands. We hope you may be satisfied that the traditions of the Civil 
War and the history of the Grand Army of the Republic will be kept 
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uppermost in the minds of the people of this nation so long as you 
have sons to whom the heritage is to be left. We trust that your con- 
fidence may be such that you will not look for other avenues but be 
sure that we will carry on the great work which you have established. 

“Again I would felicitate you on the youngness of your appearance, 
and may we all hope for many returns of this day. I thank you.” 
[Applause. ] 

Commander: “My friend, Past Commander Fred Bolton, is very 
modest, and has requested me not to ask him to speak; but I know 
him too well, and so present to you Comrade Bolton.” 

Mr. Fred Bolton: “Mr. Commander and Comrades, one reason I 
did not want to talk is because if you feel the way I do in our En- 
campment you will wish to shoo us in and shoo us out, as you have 
business to attend to and want to do it. 

“We come here more for the expression of the affection and esteem 
and fealty of our organization, and to convey that to you as repre- 
sentatives of an allied order. It may be well, perhaps, to say to you 
that the progress of our organization is upward — gradual, but up- 
ward nevertheless; we have reached to-day a greater membership 
than we have ever had since organized. We have in Massachusetts 
at the present time 8,000 members, which seemed to be a mark we 
could never attain, but we are going to make it 10,000 or 15,000. In 
Pennsylvania they have been leading us for some years, but now the 
boys have found out we have been able to do things there will be no 
difficulty in that respect. 

“T feel that you have some confidence in us, it has been expressed 
so many times and so kindly; and we want you to know that in 
every way and respect, and to every atom of our strength, you shall 
have the support and fealty of the Sons of Veterans in anything you 
may ask. We are proud, and believe you are, that the head of the 
nation to-day is a Son of Veteran and a member of our organization. 
We are proud of the fact that all through the commonwealths and 
the big cities of our country Sons of Veterans are taking up the ac- 
tivities that were once taken up by Comrades of the Grand Army in 
public affairs. 

“T think that is all I want to say. I wish I had my ‘Troop’ with 
me, because if I did, we would give you something a whole lot better 
than a speech.” [Applause.] 
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Commander: “I want to present Mr. Fred E. Upham of Leominster, 
the probable new commander of the Sons of Veterans.’’ [Applause.] 

Mr. Fred E. Upham: ‘Mr. Commander and Comrades, as I look 
over this company of men I realize what you have stood for and what 
we want to do for you. The Sons of Veterans are organized to carry 
on the work that you will probably soon leave. I think there is 
nothing so disappointing to a man as to have worked all his life for 
a certain object, and then at the end not have it properly carried out. 
So I would say to you that the organization of Sons of Veterans to a 
unit is ready to carry on the work that you have stood for all these 
years; and you are only to make known to us what your wishes are 
and we will see that they are carried out. IJ thank you.” [Applause.| 

Commander: “I want to say to you Boys that I shall always re- 
member the ‘Troopers.’ For the past year you fellows have always 
been splendid to me, and I shall never forget you; and in the years to 
come if you ever meet me on the street say ‘ Hello — how do you do,’ 
as Sam Walter Foss has said. I am glad you have come into our 
Encampment, and kindly convey back to Commander Bell my kind 
felicitations and those of this Department, and tell them that we are 
glad that our sons stand for the things we stood for in the United 
States of America. 

“Comrades of the Department give your attention for a moment 
to Assistant Adjutant-General Nordell in relation to an Order of the 
Department.” 

Comrade Nordell: “ You will recall the fact that in one of our last 
General Orders a request was made that the Commanders of Posts 
throughout the Department send to Headquarters the names of one or 
more Comrades who are desirous of serving on the Staff of the De- 
partment Commander. These names will be published in the course 
of a very few weeks, and no other names will be published than those 
that are sent in either by the person himself or by the Commander 
of the Post. 

“The reason is simply this: In past years the Aids have been de- 
pended upon for Post Inspectors, and we have been compelled to 
make out a list at Headquarters sufficiently large to cover the Posts 
of the State with one inspector for each. Last year I think that rule 
was still largely observed. A large number were appointed. Many 
of them were unwilling to serve, and we have no means of knowing 
who are willing or able to serve and who are not. Some may be 
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dead; some alive, but we have no means of knowing who are really 
desirous of serving on the Staff except as we receive notice from the 
Comrade himself or his Post Commander. 

“Will you kindly bear that in mind. In response to this call I 
think I have not had more than ten or a dozen names sent in thus 
far, and we ought to have at least fifty or a hundred. If you will 
kindly attend to this matter as soon as you reach home — or, better 
still, right here before the Encampment adjourns — and send or hand 
your name to me with the number of your Post, I shall be very glad 
to publish it in our next General Order.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘There are tickets still remaining for the 
banquet, and we want the full guaranty disposed of. 

“And I want to thank the Comrades of the various Posts who have 
contributed to our John A. Andrew Home. You heard it spoken of 
in high terms yesterday by Commander Goodwin, and if you will 
come out there you can see for yourselves such an institution that I 
know you will be inclined to do what you can for it. 

“T want to cite one instance because it is somewhat remarkable, 
but just to give you an idea of the interest it has awakened in one 
quarter. It is in a Post of four members, which last year sent a 
check for $50, and this year they have made it $100. I mention it 
not to find any fault with those giving $2 or $5, but to show you the 
interest some Comrades have displayed. It costs money to keep the 
institution running, and we want as much help from the Posts as 
we can get. If any have not yet entered the list of contributors for 
the Home, I wish that when you yourselves get home you will think 
it over seriously and see if you cannot send us a check for most any 
sum, — every dollar counts. 

“From the bottom of my heart I desire to thank those who have 
already given, because it has been the means of keeping the Home 
open. If we cannot get the money, we shall have to close it and 
there will be Comrades, widows and wives thrown out somewhere, 
God only knows where. So ‘come down’ as liberally as you can, and 
you will be rewarded for it I verily believe. Also go out and visit 
the Home. A Comrade who went out yesterday told me he never 
had any idea there was such a place anywhere around.” 

Commander: “Three years ago I went out there a disinterested 
party just to see what the Home contained. Bless my soul, I was 
thrilled with the thought that those old men and women were living 
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there in comfort during the declining years of life. It appealed 
deeply to my heart, and what Comrade Wetherbee says to you is the 
real thing. Go to the Home as I did, and you will be welcomed there, 
and come away willing to unloose your purse strings.” 

Comrade Woods of Post 139: ‘I would like to say to you, Com- 
mander and Comrades, though you may know it, that your humble 
servant was elected president of the trustees of the Soldiers Home 
in Massachusetts. Last year we got an appropriation of $138,000 from 
the Commonwealth, and have constructed a new building —a new 
laundry and dormitory —and changed over the heating apparatus. 
And I will say this, that the place is in first-class condition, and the 
Legislature has planned to give us $135,000 this year, and with what 
we are getting from the national government we shall be able to pull 
through. 

“T realize that this year is different from almost any other year in 
the history of the country and the Legislature, but the committee on 
Ways and Means has chipped off very little from our appropriation 
this year. I simply want you to know that the home has a good 
superintendent, and everything is being done that can be done for 
the comfort and welfare of the inmates; and I want to add that there 
are quite a number of vacant places there, and, if any of you want 
to know, you have only to make an application to be received and 
treated well.” 

Commander: “I, too, am a trustee of the Soldiers Home, and can 
corroborate what Comrade Woods has said in every respect.” 

Comrade Rexford, Chief of Staff: ‘‘Mr. Commander, as your Chief 
of Staff it is my pleasant duty to thank you on behalf of the Staff 
for honors conferred upon us, and to ask you to receive this slight 
token of our appreciation, together with best wishes for your health, 
happiness and prosperity.” . 

Commander: “Comrade Rexford and members of my personal 
Staff, ‘out of the fullness of the heart the mouth speaketh.’ Comrade 
Winthrop B. Robinson was appointed Chief of Staff, but, as I said 
in my report, he has gone over to the other side; then Comrade 
Rexford was made his successor. As I pass on into coming years I 
shall remember many of the things that have been said to me during 
the entire year, but none more so than in connection with the men 
appointed on my Staff. What a fine lot of fellows they have been. 
I thank you from the bottom of my heart. [Applause.| 
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“Comrades, there is a delegation in the anteroom from the Ladies 
of the G. A. R. Will the committee escort them hither. I met them 
in Indianapolis, and, believe me, they are a fine body of women.” 
The delegation was then introduced to the assembly, and after a 
pleasant interchange of bantering compliments the formal greetings 
were given. 

Mrs. Alice M. Peterson of the delegation: “Commander Goodwin 
and Boys. J am not going to say Comrades because I feel as though 
I was a Comrade myself. To me it is a great pleasure to come with 
greetings from our Department President, Sister Frost of the Ladies 
of the G. A. R.; I feel that we are closely connected with you. 

“When a girl my first duty, when seven years old, was to sew rib- 
bons in the badges of the veteran whose name I bore, which con- 
tinued to be my duty until I was the mother of a daughter and son. 
My daughter took up that duty, and my son was to follow in the 
steps of his great grandfather, who was one of you boys belonging 
to Post 159 of East Boston. In 1914, November 5, he said to my 
son: ‘I want you to promise me that if this country goes into the 
war you will be among the first to volunteer.’ The next morning at 
half-past five the boy found his great grandfather in his final sleep 
alongside of him in bed. 

“At the first call for volunteers in 1917 my son wrote his name on 
the roll of the Ist Field Artillery, keeping his word to the man he 
honored and loved. He went over seas to France, and on the first 
day of August, 1918, he paid the supreme sacrifice —to meet the 
Comrade of the Grand Army whom he adored. So it is that when 
the president asked me to bring you greetings I felt it to be a high 
honor, because I have two veterans on the other side waiting for me. 

“Tn his last letter he wrote: ‘Mother, of all the different organi- 
zations you belong to, if you have to give up any, never go back on 
the Grand Army of the Republic.’ [Applause.] At first I thought 
I could do nothing for the boys, but last Thanksgiving I was called 
upon to take up some duties in the hospital and also at the Soldiers 
Home, and if any veterans of that Home are in this audience no 
doubt they will remember the ‘Little Fat Lady,’ as they called me. 
I enjoyed every bit of the work there. I certainly met your Com- 
mander at Indianapolis; we got thoroughly acquainted and had a 
good time. [Great applause.] 

“Commander Goodwin, in behalf of the Department of Massa- 
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chusetts, Ladies of the G. A. R., it gives me pleasure to present to 
you this little gift from our Department President. I don’t know 
whether I ought to repeat what she said, but it was, ‘Please present 
that to Commander Goodwin with my love and respect;’ and I said, 
“May I add my own to that?’ and she replied, ‘Go do it!’” [Laugh- 
ter and applause. | 

Commander: “I deeply appreciate this gift. But you have lost a 
son in the great adventure, and when I think of that the cause you 
stand for looms large, and the word ‘Mother’, which is the most 
sacred in our language. Will you convey to your President my sin- 
cerest thanks and regard, and a little bit of my love I am leaving for 
you. Again I thank you.” 

Mrs. Nellie R. Thomas of the delegation: “Commander Goodwin 
and Comrades, I am not going to make a speech to-day, but it gives 
me great pleasure to come and look into your faces again. 

“T have a pleasant duty to perform. Soon after the close of your 
convention last year, through remarks dropped inadvertently, I be- 
came cognizant of the fact there was a special need in the Grand 
Army. I immediately conferred with the Department President and 
she felt as I did that we should do our little mite toward rendering 
assistance. We appreciate all the courtesies extended to us by your 
Headquarters, — Comrades Nordell and Pike have been ideal to us 
—so we thought even though we could not do a great deal we wanted 
to give you our ‘widow’s mite,’ and on behalf of the Ladies of the 
G. A. R. I present to you this, to be used for Headquarters pur- 
poses, and hope you will accept this check for $100 with our best 
wishes for the continued success of your grand old organization.” 
[Applause. | 

Commander: ‘I do receive it as it is sent, and above everything 
else, Ladies, remember this, — that the Department of Massachusetts, 
Grand Army of the Republic, is not only a band of Comrades but a 
‘band of intelligent and dignified gentlemen, and we appreciate the 
‘widow’s mite.’ But, my soul, the good book says something like 
this, that he who renders to another just a little mite is considered 
of the faithful by the God which is in heaven.”’ 

This check is handed to Assistant Quartermaster-General Wetherbee, 
who makes a fit response and consigns it to the funds of the En- 
campment. 

Mrs. Fannie Barnes of the delegation: “ Department Commander 
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and brother Comrades, I am more than pleased to be here this morn- 
ing. I did not expect to say anything, but my heart warms to see 
you veterans of the Civil War. My husband was a veteran and the 
son of a veteran, and as he is on the other side I think of him as 
always wanting to come to the Department meetings of the Grand 
Army; it was his hobby, and he loved the Comrades as no one else 
could. J thank you one and all.” [Applause.] 

The delegation then retired attended by the cheers of the Encamp- 
ment, all rising in a tribute of respect and appreciation. 

Comrade Nordell: “I would like to announce that the reconstituted 
Committee on the Commander’s Address is as follows: J. Payson 
Bradley, Chairman; John Gilbert, M.D., Post 46; Wm. J. Hargraves, 
Post 191; Francis A. Ireland, Post 125; Wm. F. Brown, Post 163.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “I have just received a ’phone from the Red 
Cross, and they are going to have a couple of automobiles here about 
half-past one, and if any of you fellows want to take a ride they will 
be very glad to trot you around the city a little.” 

Commander: ‘Comrades, give your attention to Past Commander 
John M. Woods, chairman of the Committee on Resolutions.” 

Comrade Woods: “ Your committee has four resolutions before it: 
first, the Council of Administration, after full consideration, respect- 
fully reeommended that the per capita tax of this Department be in- 
creased from 10 to 25 cents semi-annually; but your committee 
unanimously recommends that it be increased from 10 to 15 cents 
semi-annually. The reason for this is that we have about $8,000 in 
the treasury; the Commonwealth has renewed the sum (first ap- 
propriated in 1912 for five years) of $1,000 for the support of De- 
partment Headquarters. ‘That lapsed in 1917, and on account of the 
great World War we were engaged in we did not feel like asking for 
an appropriation then. This year the Legislature has re-enacted that 
former clause ‘for five years,’ — $1,000 a year. 

“We don’t want to dig too deeply into the surplus, but we have 
no heirs to leave it to so can perhaps take a little out of it each 
year; and if we need more money in five years I am satisfied we will 
get it. The disposition of the Legislature towards the Grand Army 
has been generous; for we put in this petition which was a renewal 
of the one passed in 1912 for $1,000, and the committee on Military 
Affairs unanimously recommended to give us $1,500. But we thought 
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it was not wise for the State to give more than is asked, so limited 
the sum to $1,000 for the next five years.”’ 

It is moved and seconded that this report be accepted. 

Commander: “You have heard this motion that the report of the 
Committee be adopted, — that the sum of 15 cents be the per capita 
tax instead of 25 cents as originally reeommended. All those in favor 
will say, ‘Aye.’ It is a unanimous vote.” 

Comrade Woods: “The second resolution is from the western part 
of the State, that the Encampment change the time of meeting from 
April to May. Your committee unanimously recommend that no ac- 
tion be taken, and I move the adoption of the report.” 

The motion being seconded it is so voted. 

“The next resolution has no signature. 


Resolved, That the State Encampment condemns the plan of building a memorial 
building to the soldiers of Massachusetts, who served the State in time of war, on 
an island in the Charles River. [See page 131.] 


The Committee recommends that no action be taken. This matter 
has been put over, as I have said before, as contrary to the judgment 
of His Excellency the Governor. The finances of the Commonwealth 
are not in a favorable condition, the speaker of the House, the presi- 
dent of the Senate and the Legislature are not in favor of it, and I 
think it is the conviction of every man who works or does business 
in this Commonwealth that this is no time to begin on any large 
scheme. The Revolutionary War was over one hundred and forty 
years ago; then there was the war of 1812, our Civil War of 1865, and 
the Spanish War of 1898, — all these have waited a long while, and 
so we can from this World War.” 

Comrade Bradley: “I would second that motion. My name has 
- been mentioned as chairman of a committee appointed by Governor 
Coolidge, and I think it is understood thoroughly — it certainly is by 
the chairmen of the House and Senate on Military Affairs, also by 
the Ways and Means Committee, as Comrade Wood has said — that 
financial conditions are such that it is not good policy. The State is 
doing all it possibly can for old soldiers of the Civil War and has an 
awful load, financially, on its hands from the present war; and al- 
though we are growing old, and all that, I think it well enough for this 
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thing to go over to next year. I had a conversation with his Ex- 
cellency the Governor, and we don’t want it to die or drop down, but 
want it to come to a position where good judgment would say, ‘Let 
it go over to a more opportune time.’ I surely agree with the com- 
mittee.” 

Commander: “You have heard the report of the chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions and the remarks of Comrade Bradley in re- 
lation to this soldiers memorial building. Also the motion that the 
matter be indefinitely postponed. What is your pleasure?” 

The motion being seconded is passed by an affirmative vote. 

Comrade Woods: “The next resolution was read to the Encamp- 
ment yesterday by Comrade Buffum: 


Whereas, Memorial Day is an institution of the Grand Army of the Republic 
consecrated to one specific and exclusive use, namely, the honoring of the memories 
of those who gave their lives that the nation might live; and 

Whereas, The observance of the day has been largely diverted from its original 
and true intent; therefore, 

Resolved, That this Encampment emphatically protests against any perversion 
of Memorial Day from the sacred purpose of perpetuating the deeds and memories 
of those who fought for the Union in the War of the Rebellion; and we urge all 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic and affiliated organizations to guard its 
proper observance. 


“T want to repeat in relation to this resolution what I said on the 
floor yesterday, that a bill was presented to the Legislature and had 
the endorsement of everybody, providing that between the hours of 
8 A.M. and 1 p.m. games should be prohibited. And, as I said yester- 
day, this matter came before the Judiciary Committee of eleven legal 
gentlemen, and there was this obstacle — that it was a holiday, and 
that we could no more prevent games than we could on Thanksgiving 
Day, the Fourth of July, or any other holiday. 

“Tt was suggested that we try to stop the advertising of Memorial 
Day games, but that is impracticable, and so the committee believe 
that no action is necessary. We think the good people of this nation 
and of this Commonwealth believe in the value of the services ren- 
dered by the Grand Army of the Republic; they occupy a permanent 
place in public estimation; but at the same time there is likely to be 
a conflict of opinions, and we may be antagonized by a large per- 
centage of the people. As I said yesterday, a big percentage of the 
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people ‘Do not know Joseph’ in the language of Scripture; they are 
of a later generation, and seem to be given over to play. 

“Last year the Legislature passed a bill allowing baseball to be 
played on Sunday, and this year a bill came before the Legislature to 
allow them to take up a collection; and one of the arguments was — 
and you can see how far-fetched it was — that the advantage of base- 
ball on Sunday to the people was the incentive to Americanism. 
[Laughter.] Your committee recommends that no action be taken on 
this resolution.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: “I agree with the committee’s report, but 
Comrade Spofford, who has been called away this morning, has asked 
me to make an explanation for him. He realizes that games cannot 
be stopped, but what he is after is a regulation of the orations which 
are given in many instances. He cited two or three where the orators 
talk about pacifism and all that sort of thing, not making the slightest 
reference to the real significance of the day, — not remembering our 
boys who are in unknown graves, or in known graves, but they are 
talking about the hastening of peace rather than about what Memorial 
Day is and was and always will be in the hearts of the Grand Army. 
That is simply his idea of this resolution. 

“But I agree with the committee to lay the matter on the table, 
though I think it will be well if Comrades suggest to Memorial Day 
orators that they are expected to refer to those who gave their lives 
in *61—65, and not try to excite sympathy for the Kaiser, or some- 
thing equally foreign to the day.” 

Comrade Woods: “I heartily endorse all that Comrade Wetherbee 
has said with reference to myself. Four years ago I had the honor to 
deliver a Memorial Day oration in Groton, and in my introduction I 
told them the truth, — that seven generations of my ancestors were 
buried in that town, which accounted for the fertility of its soil. I 
think I have nothing more to say.” 

Comrade Wetherbee: ‘“ Wood ashes are always good.” [Laughter.] 

Commander: ‘“ You have heard the suggestions and recommenda- 
tions of the committee.”’ 

Albert A. Davis, N. H. Post 45: “I am from New Hampshire and 
my Post is in Derry. This is the very thing I commenced three or 
four years ago to do there; they got so interested in all the other 
wars that when they came to the Veterans they never did anything 
at all. My son went into the World War, and I got him two years 
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ago to give the address, and I said to him, ‘Now talk about the Boys, 
brace them up; you cannot say any too much.’ I also suggested the 
same to the minister at the soldiers’ monument. And that is the 
thing the orators should do, — talk about the deeds of ’61-"65; they 
can mention 1812 and other wars, but not talk altogether on those 
wars. 

Commander Hamilton of Post 171: “Comrade Buffum, my Adju- 
tant, presented this resolution, and he had some remarks he wished to 
make upon it. I am not prepared to take his place, or speak as he 
would have done, but I want to tell you this: — ) 

“Two or three years ago the boys in the high school had proposed 
to have a game of baseball scheduled at 2 o’clock. For a number of 
years past, certainly five or ten, and I don’t know but twenty-five, 
the Post I belong to has had an oration in the town hall at 2 o’clock, 
having decorated the graves in the morning; for we had an all-day 
service for the Post, having met at ten o’clock with the allied or- 
ganizations and sometimes 200 school children who joined with us. 
My Post at present has only eight members, and we have to depend 
a great deal on the Sons of Veterans and other societies; but the sen- 
timent of the town was to discourage these ball games during the 
period we were holding our services. Now if they are going to play 
ball games in the afternoon we shall have to hold our exercises in the 
morning, and I wish this Encampment would put itself on record as 
discountenancing any innovations with regard to sports on Memorial 
ADE as 

Commander: “I thoroughly believe that Memorial Day will always 
be remembered in this country; there is no question about it, as 
Comrades Woods and Wetherbee have said. What Memorial Day 
stands for will ever be recognized in the United States of America. 
Whatever anybody else chooses to do, the common-sense, old-fashioned, 
hard-headed people will always remember its meaning and take part 
in its services.” 

Comrade Saxton of Post 174: “I would like to say a word in re- 
gard to Memorial Day. I am the only veteran left of my Post, and 
I alone decorate 84 graves in five cemeteries, and these cemeteries I 
visit are from 8 to 10 miles apart. It has taken me all day to per- 
form this service, and if the community was as busy on Memorial 
Day for the last ten years as I have been, they would never have 
time to play ball or anything else.” [Applause.| 
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Comrade Porter of Post 163: “If in order I would like to say a 
word on this matter. I think we have still a problem through the 
advent of the veterans of the Great War. In order to secure a better 
observance of Memorial Day we want their co-operation; and I 
think there are some steps to be taken and to be considered by the 
officers of the Grand Army, the Legion and other allied organizations. 

“Our ritual for Memorial Day has specific reference to the Grand 
Army. In most of the towns an appropriation is made, and the 
Legion and other organizations sometimes ask to co-operate. Last 
year —I don’t mean to speak disparagingly of it — they were con- 
spicuous by their absence. 

“T do not consider that strange. They are lusty fellows. It is 
surprising how vigorous they looked when they got back. They are 
greatly interested in getting married, and think more of that than 
anything else. It seems to me the time will come when some change 
should be made in the ritual, making it more general and yet covering 
the whole range of patriotic duty.” 

Comrade Badger of Post 139: “In the Post I represent we had a 
meeting last Monday evening. That meeting was composed of va- 
rious committees from the various orders in the city to prepare a pro- 
gram for the observance of Memorial Day. Resolution 208 which 
was presented to the Legislature originated in my own Post, and 
when it was reported back to the Post:it was said that the matter 
would be taken up in the various Posts of the cities and towns for 
their action. | 

“For several years we have had no sports licensed, only those which 
were engaged in other days of the week, and only in the afternoon — 
no athletic sports. We are going to have with our Memorial exer- 
cises the three organizations of the late World War which we have in 
our city. As stated by a previous speaker, the Legion has been absent 
thus far in co-operating with us, but the other two organizations are 
in full sympathy with us and are assisting us in every way. 

“Now regarding the exercises that we have had. With our de- 
pleted numbers we do not make an impression on those who are 
coming up. One of the peculiarities of the younger generation is that 
they seek amusement rather than serious activities. 

“Now, in our gathering on Memorial Day we have with us the 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, as well as some of the other younger or- 
ganizations. But from the evening exercises everybody is absent 
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except a few affiliated orders who meet with us to hear the oration on 
that day. And I suggest to the members of this body that each one 
of us take home the idea that we request the governing bodies of the 
various towns to refrain from giving permits or licenses for sports 
during the day.” [Applause.] 

Commander Grover of Post 34: “Mr. Commander, I have heard 
it said here this morning that the American Legion did not co-operate 
with the Grand Army of the Republic, or words to that effect. As 
the Commander of my Post I will say that Post 23 of the American 
Legion of Salem turned out in parade last Memorial Day 500 strong. 
This morning before I left the city to attend this convention I re- 
ceived from that Post 23, American Legion, the proffer of any duty 
that would be required by our Post 34 — the American Legion would 
do it for us.” [Applause.] 

Commander Pierce of Post 63: ‘“ We have heard from our Somerville 
comrade that he didn’t believe that the exercises on Memorial Day, 
with our depleted numbers, had the effect on the public that they 
used to have. I disagree with the Comrade. I believe that as we 
parade the streets Memorial Day with our depleted numbers and tot- 
tering steps we make a greater impression on the public than we ever 
did before. [Applause.| 

“Comrades, the Grand Army of the Republic has a grasp on the 
hearts that you cannot loosen. We are worrying more about Me- 
morial Day at this time than we have any need to. The people are 
with us; they respect Memorial Day and they respect us. All this 
talk about Memorial Day is bosh. The boys of the World War are 
with us to-day. But, Comrades, just remember they are young in 
the game, just as we were fifty years ago; and we did just exactly 
the same as they are doing. They will learn with the years that will 
come to them, just the same as we had to do. 

“Now, let’s go right along in our old way and don’t fuss any more 
about this, and we will be all right until the last roll call.’ [Great 
applause.| 

Comrade Schofield of Post 61: “Commander and Fellow Comrades, 
I belong to the town of Webster where three-fourths of the population 
are foreigners. Many of them cannot speak the English language, 
but, thank the Lord, we have Americanization schools where they are 
now learning English, and are going to become citizens later on. 
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“And it is only a few years ago that we were highly amazed when 
those foreign organizations turned out with the old Grand Army Post 
and in the procession they carried wreaths which cost them large 
sums of money. For the first time in the history of the town of 
Webster those foreign organizations, when we approached the monu- 
ment, as we halted there by their request, reverently went forward 
and placed those wreaths on that monument [applause] as a public 
expression of their appreciation of your work and mine in our early 
days, and their appreciation of the privileges which they enjoy now 
on account of our services in the past. 

“That is the kind of spirit prevalent in the town where I belong. 
I have heard lots of speeches with regard to the suspicion which is 
cast upon those classes of people, and I want to say that I have had 
as much experience in that line perhaps as any citizen in this hall. 
I have been a resident of that town for seventy years, living there, 
perhaps, through three or four generations. I grew up with Americans 
in my early youth, and what little education I have was acquired in 
that town. My associations have been American, but I can truly 
say that we never saw the loyalty and Americanism exhibited that 
we have seen the last ten years by those so-called foreigners. So 
when we are past and gone don’t you doubt for a moment that the 
children and grandchildren of those men will be as loyal American 
citizens as any of us have been in our day. 

“During this recent war I was in my office in the town building in 
Webster where the men who examine those parties were there to ex- 
amine for the service; and I saw many of the foreigners not citizens 
at all coming forward and begging the privilege of upholding the 
dignity of this country and flag. So in reply to my Comrades here, 
with respect to the honor we are receiving in our declining days, I 
would say that I believe as our numbers grow smaller we are held in 
higher and higher esteem, not only in my town but all over these 
United States. You and I who have traveled over all this country 
to our Encampments and have witnessed the respect we have received 
everywhere, how can we doubt for a moment that our prestige is de- 
clining? I know of no organization that ever existed that was given 
half the esteem and respect that this Grand Army of the Republic 
has received all these years, and will receive until we die.” [Cries of 
“good,” applause and cheers]. 
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Comrade J. Payson Bradley: [The Commander yields the chair to 
Commander-Elect Morrill.] “Senior Vice-Commander and Comrades, 
the address of your Commander should certainly have had more at- 
tention than the committee which has been appointed could possibly 
give to it, as we have had only about ten minutes for its consider- 
ation. I believe I have the honor of being the only Department 
Commander in Massachusetts that ever had every single recommen- 
dation that he made turned down. I appreciate it; it is a great 
distinction, but it was caused by the chairman of that committee 
having a wrong opinion of that Commander. He has gone to his 
reward and I forgave him before he went.” 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON COMMANDER’S ADDRESS. 


Comrades, the committee to whom was referred the Address of the Department 
Commander respectfully report that we are heartily in accord with the patriotic 
and fraternal sentiments as expressed in his message. 

We recommend that this Encampment take favorable action on the recom- 
mendations of the Department Commander that the salary of the Assistant Adjutant- 
General be $1,500, and that the salary of the Headquarters Clerk be $800. 

We recommend that favorable action be taken on the recommendation that the 
sum of $500 be appropriated to pay the traveling expenses of the Department Com- 
mander, and such other officers of the Department as may be detailed to aitend 
camp fires, county associations, and other official functions. 

We recommend that favorable action be taken on the recommendation that a 
sufficient sum be appropriated for Department Headquarters at the National En- 
campment, wherever it may be convened, and for the expenses of the Department 
Commander and Assistant Adjutant-General in attending the same. 

We ask that favorable action be taken on the recommendation that on and after 
Jan. 1, 1921, the semi-annual per capita tax of 10 cents on each member be increased 
to 25 cents, payments from each Post to be as per latest authority from National 
Headquarters. For the sake of our Department, and in turn for the relief of the 
National Headquarters, the Department Commander hopes that this recommenda- 
tion will be adopted. 

The Committee wishes to bear witness to the faithful manner in which our De- 
partment Commander has performed every duty incumbent upon him during the 
past year, and also to the prompt, impartial and courteous conduct of the business 
of this Encampment, and would close with the approving sentence, Well done, 
good and faithful servant, enter thou into the joys of a well-earned rest.

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Senior Vice-Commander Morrill: ‘“ You have heard the report as 
made by Comrade Bradley. What do you desire to do with it?” 

It was moved and seconded that it be accepted, and its reeommenda- 
tion? adopted. It was a unanimous vote. 

Comrade Bradley: “Senior Vice, through you I congratulate our 
Commander on getting just the reverse of what I got some eight or 
ten years ago, and as I face you I want to say just one word. The 
last two years, Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts, you 
who have been so mighty kind to me, I have not had the privilege of 
being with you at your Encampments, and I am very thankful I am 
here to-day.” 

A Comrade: “And we are glad to have you here.” 

Comrade Bradley: “I am in pretty good health. I am minding 
both my doctor and my surgeon, for they have both got a twist on 
me. I am trying to keep alive long enough to bury every single man 
in this Department, and hope I will live until I am one hundred and 
twenty-five. As I look into your faces I see how young you are, and 
I cannot help repeating a remark I heard this morning, ‘They must 
be Spanish War veterans because they could not be living in 1865.’ 
Go slow, mind those who have some authority over you, and you are 
all likely to live to be a hundred. God bless every one of you.” 

Comrade Wilder: “Mr. Commander, I have the honor and pleasure 
of presenting to you a delegation from the Woman’s Relief Corps.” 

Comrade Hosley: “The Army Nurses are here, and have been wait- 
ing at the outpost for some time, and it is hard for them to wait so 
long.” 

Both delegations were escorted to the platform, where the Army 
Nurses were given the precedence in speaking. 

Comrade Chute: “I have the honor to present to you Mrs. Fannie 
T. Hazen, president of the National Army Nurses Association.” 

Commander: “My dear Mrs. Hazen and members of your delega- 
tion, the Comrades here assembled knew you in the old days way 
back in ’61, and will every Comrade in this Department stand just 
three seconds with bowed heads in remembrance of what this splendid 
band of women did in the old days.” 

Mrs. Fannie T. Hazen: “Mr. Commander and Comrades of the 
Grand Army, I am very glad to be here with you to-day, to just come 
in and look into your faces, to meet you and wish you still another 
year, and that we may be permitted to call on you again. 
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“T could not send a committee to you because we do not have 
members enough. What we did years ago we preferred to do above 
anything else in the world. I speak not only for myself, for I know 
the others think the same, — we would not give up the experience we 
had in those years for anything in the world. We are, like yourselves, 
on the down hill, but we were among the younger nurses or we would 
not be here to greet you to-day. God bless you, and in years to come 
may we have the privilege of saying it again. I think to-day that 
you can be more proud of the part you took in those years than you 
were at the time you were there. You Grand Army men have been 
staunch supporters of the government and everything that goes:for 
the benefit and uplift of humanity. I thank you and God bless you 
all.’ [Applause.] 

Mrs. Mary E. Smith: “Commander and Boys, it gives me great 
pleasure to come here and greet you. I was never happier than when 
connected with you and working for you, and I hope you will live 
and work many years longer. You are not old; you look as young 
as I do, and I hope I shall live to come and see you every year. I 
thank you.” [Applause.| 

Mrs. Margaret Hamilton: “Commander and Comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, I have been thinking of the days when ,you 
were only boys, and I went out to take care of you and nurse you in 
April of 1862. I stayed there until the end of the war, so I know 
something of the hardships you suffered. 

“T shall never forget those days. Many a night when I lie awake 
I see pictures of what you went through. I think it is wonderful so 
many of you are alive, but thank God that He preserved you to do 
a great work. Think what you have to your credit,—a grand 
nation undivided, which is a good deal to say of a band of men. We 
had Copperheads at home to contend with, and we had traitors, too, 
but it is a grand record you have back of you of what you did to save 
this great nation. 

“Tt is an inspiration to look into your faces, and I bid you God- 
speed on your life’s journey of many, many years to come.” |[Ap- 
plause. | 

Commander: “There is a Red Cross lady who comes with the 
Nurses, and we shall be pleased to have her say just one word.” 

Mrs. Charles Durgin: “ Department Commander, I did not expect 
to be called on to make a speech as that is not in my line, having 
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been called on to drive these wonderful women about; but I have 
enjoyed every single minute, and must congratulate you all because 
they were so anxious to get here to see their Boys. As the time is 
getting short I think we shall have to say farewell, for there are 
many more things for them to see to-day.” 

Commander: “Three years ago up at Shelburne Falls at the Frank- 
lin Association I met Mrs. M. Eunice Coolidge for the first time. 
Then she was the Junior Vice-President of the Woman’s Relief Corps 
of Massachusetts and from that moment I came to know Mrs. Cool- 
idge as a woman having deep in her heart a great love for humanity. 
And since I have been your Commander this lady and myself have 
been working along similar lines of patriotic duty wherein her sincere 
love for the Grand Army has been demonstrated.” 

‘Mrs. M. Eunice Coolidge, Department President of the Woman’s 
Relief Corps: “Commander and Comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, from the time I began my work I have looked forward to 
the time I might greet you in your own convention. Last year I 
came to old Faneuil Hall and met you there, and it was very im- 
pressive to look upon you all. I did not think it would be my priv- 
ilege to-day, but as circumstances have arisen it was voted yesterday 
that I should come with greetings to-day to you. 

“T wish to say, in response to what your Commander has said, 
that we surely have striven to walk in a way worthy of your recog- 
nition as your true auxiliary. Early in the year I thought it would 
be nice if I might bring you some token of our regard and esteem, 
and to let you know how dear you still are to us. The relations of 
this year have been extremely pleasant, for your Commander has been 
very courteous and kind; his official staff have’ been always ready, 
and it has been enjoyable to run over in neighborly calls. 

“So, Mr. Commander, I feel that I must express my gratitude to 
you and to this noble body of men for the loyal friendship that has 
existed throughout the year, which has lightened all my labors and 
made it dear to me. The one big hope of my heart was to live one 
year in this close and happy relationship of these two Departments. 
And now, in the few words with which I will close, I will say that 
the memories of this year will hover in the wings of the stage of life 
until the curtain falls on my last act and the lights go out. Com- 
mander, I bring you to-day as a token of the love and respect of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps, Department of Massachusetts, and as evidence 
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that the words I speak are true, this which I have asked of my De- 
partment as a gift to you. I ask you to receive this check for $1,600.” 
[Cheers and applause.] 

Commander: “I have told my old Comrades at Headquarters for 
many months that Mrs. Coolidge’s heart was in the right place. At 
a conference with her she asked me what we needed, and I told her 
that the dignity of my Department meant something to me and to 
every Comrade; and behold the result, — that she has put her whole 
soul into a munificent gift for the Headquarters of the Department of 
Massachusetts. May God bless you all your days! [Great applause.| 
Comrade Wetherbee, I deposit in your hands the sum of $1,600 con- 
tributed by the Woman’s Relief Corps; and, Comrades, do you re- 
member that I made a reference to this good woman in my annual 
address.” 

Mrs. Coolidge: “I wish to say just this in response to what you 
have said of me, —that your reply from vony seats to the gift was 
worth to me a year of my life.” 

Comrade Nordell: ‘‘Commander and Ladies of the Relief Corps, as 
a representative of the Department of Massachusetts I have usually 
not been at a loss for words, but I can say that this presentation has 
completely taken my breath away. I am sure that every Comrade 
in the Department will join in a heart-felt expression of gratitude to 
Mrs. Coolidge, the President of the Relief Corps of Massachusetts, 
for a donation that has come to us out of the loving hearts of these 
women at a time when the Department of Massachusetts needs as- 
sistance more than it has at any time in its history. 

“May I say that while we indeed have a fund remaining of $8,000, 
yet at the rate at which we have been drawing on that fund, and 
compelled to draw upon it in order to meet our current expenses, but 
for this gift and the gift of $1,000 a year from the State as granted by 
the Legislature, and some other gifts, we would have been obliged to 
continue to draw upon our invested funds to a larger and larger degree 
until in three or four years from this time the Department of Massa- 
chusetts would have been forced to close its doors. Will the Com- 
rades kindly express their gratitude by a rising vote of thanks to the 
Woman’s Relief Corps.’ [All rise and three cheers and a tiger are 
given. | 

Commander: “I have the honor, also, to present to you to-day 
the National President of the Woman’s Relief Corps, Miss Inez J. 
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Bender, whom some of us met at Indianapolis last year. Miss Bender, 
aren’t you proud of the Department of Massachusetts, Woman’s 
Relief Corps?” 

Miss Inez J. Bender: “ Yes, so proud, Comrade Goodwin, that if I 
could sever relations with the ‘Sucker’ State I would want to come 
to Massachusetts.” 

Mrs. Coolidge: “Now, gentlemen, you want to look out for your 
political interests, for you are going to have another citizen of Massa- 
chusetts.” [Laughter.] 

Miss Bender: “Comrades, I felt the same fervor you felt when the 
president announced that she had $1,600 to give you. And I want 
to say this, never let a moment of doubt enter your souls, because the 
Woman’s Relief Corps of Massachusetts is right at your elbows. The 
funds they hold are yours, and when they are exhausted they know 
where to get more. Never hesitate a moment to ask them for any- 
thing you need that is in their power to grant. That is what we were 
organized for, and don’t forget that the Relief Corps is the auxiliary 
of the Grand Army of the Republic; that is our job; we would not 
be fit to come into your councils or work for you in any way at all 
if we could not live up to that idea. 

“Some years ago all we could do was to get out and earn money, 
but we can do a little bit more now — we can affect legislation by our 
votes [laughter and applause], and you can rest assured that wherever 
the interests of the Grand Army are at stake we are going to vote on 
the right side of the question. 

“But I am not going to take more of your time. I am proud to be 
here and proud to be the National President of an organization of 
nearly 200,000 loyal women of the United States.”’ [Applause.] 

Commander: “Say to the other Departments all over the country 
that the Grand Army of the Republic, Department of Massachusetts, 
deeply and sincerely appreciates the work of its auxiliary, the Woman’s 
Relief Corps.” 

Miss Bender: “I thank you.”’ 

Commander: ‘The President of the Woman’s Relief Corps in con- 
ference with me intimated something that might be said about her 
committee. You know that our late Comrade, Gen. Lew Wallace, 
wrote the beautiful story of ‘Ben Hur,’ and the most sublime thing 
in all its pages is the dedication which, as you may remember, is 
this: ‘I dedicate this book to the wife of my early youth who still 
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abides with me.’ May I present to you my dear wife, Mrs. Horace 
Goodwin, ‘the wife of my early youth who still abides with me.’ ”’ 
[Very great applause.| 

Mrs. Horace Goodwin: “Commander and my commander, I am 
pleased to be with you to-day and to look into all your faces and to 
greet you as Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. I used 
to say to the Commander, — my commander, — now, when you talk 
don’t talk too long. I know you are all tired out, and following all 
the good things these ladies have said I cannot more than add that 
I am glad to bring the greetings of the Woman’s Relief Corps and 
say that I have been in the work a good many years and now shall 
really retire to take care of my commander. I thank you.” |[Ap- 
plause. | 

This delegation was then escorted from the hall amidst cheers and 
applause. 

Comrade Wetherbee: “As chairman of Committee on Greetings I 
wish to say that I have attended to my duty and have been royally 
received. JI have the pleasure to introduce Mrs. Nellie M. Goodman, 
National President of Daughters of Veterans.” 

Mrs. Nellie M. Goodman: “Commander Goodwin and Comrades of 
the Encampment, I bring to you the greetings of the National Alli- 
ance of Daughters of Veterans. I know how tired you must be to 
listen to so many, but there is nothing I can bring to you more than 
the love we bear for our fathers. We want to do everything for you, 
we want to work with you and do all we can for the needs of Com- 
rades. And, dear Commander, we bring to you this little bunch of 
flowers, just a few bright blossoms showing the love we have, and 
may every moment of your convention be as bright as the blossoms 
contained in this bouquet.”’ [Applause.] 

Commander: “I assure you that the Department of Massachusetts 
is delighted to meet you. I am a great lover of nature; God’s sweet 
messengers of love and duty always appeal to my heart. When you 
go back to your organization kindly convey to Mrs. Fosgate, your De- 
partment-President, my hearty appreciation in behalf of this Depart- 
ment for what they are always doing for my old Comrades, for your 
work is such that it thrills the heart of every Comrade sitting before 
me with pride that you are our Daughters. I thank you very much.” 

Mrs. Tucker, National Treasurer: ‘Commander, I have been as- 
signed at different times to accompany the committees of greetings, 
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but the honor has been given me only once before to come to the 
Grand Army of the Republic; and as I look around at your faces it 
appears as if some one of you must be my father, as all of you look 
so much like him. But he has gone on, and I never had the pleasure 
of seeing him in an Encampment. I am a New Hampshire girl and 
have worked with members of the Grand Army of the Republic, but 
at present I am the National Treasurer, and, Comrades, if you want 
any money, come to me. I wish to express to you the love and best 
wishes of our organization, and hope they will send me to see you 
again next year.” 

Mrs. Margaret F. Smith, Past Department President: ‘“ Commander 
of the Grand Army, I assure you this is an unlooked-for privilege and 
I feel greatly honored in being able to come here to-day. My father, 
I think, is here, and he is one of the best Grand Army men there is, of 
course. He served four years in the army, but is still a young fellow, 
and last summer drove his car 15,000 miles. Comrade Goodwin, I 
wish you a happy Convention, and to the members of this Encamp- 
ment I extend my love and best wishes. 

“Just one word in closing. I have a pleasant duty to perform. 
You know how dear the Grand Army Headquarters is to the Daugh- 
ters of Veterans, and we bother them most to death; so we want to 
send up to Headquarters just a little gift to the Comrades there. 
First, to the Department Commander this personal gift, so he will re- 
member the year he was Commander, and then I want our dear friend 
Mr. Nordell. [Who has to be found and made to face the music. | 

“Mr. Nordell, you are always wanted. I want to give you this 
little gift, also, and to tell you that the Department President com- 
missioned me to give her love to the Comrades when I came over. 

“And now we also have a little gift for Mr. Pike, and we wish we 
had gifts for every one of you.” [Laughter.] 

Commander: “So far as the Department Commander is personally 
concerned I thank you from the bottom of my heart, and may I ask 
my associates to express their good wishes also.”’ 

Comrade Nordell: ‘‘Mrs. Smith, I accept this gift as a token of 
the regard not only of your entire organization but perhaps more 
especially of those with whom I have been permitted to be so inti- 
mately associated the past year; and I want you to convey to them 
and to your entire organization my expressions of sincere gratitude 
for the gift I hold in my hand.” 
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Comrade Pike: “I hardly know what to say. I appreciate greatly 
the gift I have received, as well as the opportunities for meeting your 
President and Secretary. I assure you that at any time I can be of 
service to the Daughters of Veterans it will be freely rendered.” [The 
delegation retires amid cheers and enthusiasm. | 

Comrade Pierce: “Just as the Daughters came in I arose toa 
question of information. One committee reported back the raising of 
the per capita tax from 10 cents to 15 cents, and it was so voted by 
the Encampment. Then the chairman of the Committee on Com- 
mander’s Address recommended the adoption of the recommendations 
of the Commander, which embodied the idea of an increase of per 
capita tax from 10 cents to 25 cents. Now it seems to me we are 
placed in the position of having voted two tax rates, one of 15 cents 
and one of 25 cents.” 

Commander: ‘It seems to me that is true; we did vote to accept 
the report of the Committee on Resolutions that the sum of 15 cents 
be the semi-annual per capita tax. The recommendations of the 
Commander’s Address were also adopted, as I understand it.” 

Comrade Pierce: “That is the predicament in which this Depart- 
ment stands at this moment, and now I move you that we reconsider 
the vote as to per capita tax in the Commander’s Address.” 

Commander: “We now have the report on Commander’s Address 
before us; and inasmuch as the vote to adopt the per capita tax 
recommendation conflicts with the vote passed by the Encampment 
increasing the tax from 10 cents to 15 cents a motion is in order to 
amend, establishing the tax at 15 cents instead of 25 cents.” 

The motion is duly made and seconded and passed. 

Comrade Wetherbee: “All those who are going to the Dinner are 
requested to fall in line on the sidewalk on the other side by twos 
and fours so as to march into the hall in orderly fashion.” 

Commander: “I want to say that from the moment of my being 
Commander of this Department I have been thrilled with the im- — 
portance of the Grand Army, and to-day more than ever I am grate- 
ful for the honor. Remember this, that wherever you need me in the 
future I shall be ready. I bespeak for my successor Edwin F. Morrill 
the same careful and kind consideration which you have always given 
me. God bless you each and every one.” 

The installation of officers by the Commander-in-Chief followed, 
and then the line of march was taken to the banquet hall. 
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UNOFFICIAL PROCEEDINGS. 


Closely upon 1.30 p.m. Kinsley Hall was besieged by a full com- 
plement of Comrades, and places at the tables were quickly taken. 
Seated at the head table were Horace Goodwin, Past Commander and 
presiding officer, National Commander-in-Chief William A. Ketchum, 
Admiral S. 8S. Robeson of the Charlestown Navy Yard, James T. 
Duane, State Commander American Legion, Jere J. Shea, representing 
Department Commander United Spanish War Veterans of Massa- 
chusetts, Guy C. Richardson, Past National Patriotic Instructor Sons 
of Veterans, Edwin F. Morrill, Commander-Elect Massachusetts De- 
partment, Grand Army of the Republic, Past Commander John M. 
Woods, and Senior Vice Commander-in-Chief George A. Hosley. 

Governor Cox and Mayor Peters came in during the proceedings. 

Prayer was offered by Comrade J. Payson Bradley: — 


Almighty Father, humbly we come before Thee our Great Commander to receive 
once more a blessing at Thy hands. As Thou hast in the past so now to-day, and 
in the future days that Thou wilt vouchsafe to us, be our God and our protector 
until Thou shalt call us into that great encampment above. Wilt Thou bless unto 
us the bounty Thou hast spread before us, and as we shall partake of the food may 
we remember from whose hand all things come. Keep us true to our country and 
our flag, and to that Order which we so dearly love, the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. We ask it all in the Great Commander’s name, Amen. 


Commander Goodwin: ‘Comrades, I expected that the Governor 
of the Commonwealth would be here to-day as the first speaker, but he 
will arrive later. So I am more than pleased to present to you as 
the first speaker of the afternoon a man who has the courage of his 
convictions, William A. Ketchum, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army of the United States.”’ 

Commander-in-Chief Ketchum: “Commander and Comrades, get- 
ting up from this abundant table, which I and my right-hand neighbor 
have enjoyed perhaps more than we ought to, I remember a story that 
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Colonel Hendricks used to like to tell about his own hospitality. He 
had had some friends from Madison to dinner with him, and they 
were not so finely educated as the Colonel was; they didn’t have 
niceties of language at their command, but they were good-hearted 
and kind people; and when the Colonel invited them to have a little 
more turkey the lady says, ‘No, Colonel, you have helped me most 
bountiful and I have ate most hearty.’ And I can say the same here. 
“T don’t know how much of a speech a man can make, for I am 
a substitute, you understand, until the Governor and Mayor come in; 
but when a boy I was never much on the substitute business. We 
had some of them in my regiment, and I had some in my company. 
“Now, I have had a most delightful visit in Boston, but I am no 
stranger within your gates; I have been in Boston many, many and 
many a time. From my youth up I have had college classmates and 
college friends, lawyers, Grand Army men galore, among the citizenry 
of Boston, and I have enjoyed always coming back to and from Bos- 
ton. But I never have had so delightful a couple of days as I have 
had this time [applause], and there is especially one thing that has 
happened that has made me quite delighted, because it furnishes me 
a text for a speech I expect I will be called upon to make later in 
the day. 
“But before I go to that I want to say that I have always been 
pleased to recognize the splendid devotion that the Comrades of this 
grand old Commonwealth have toward my good friend Bradley. I 
have not been surprised at it until to-day when I heard his constant 
and reiterated and blood-thirsty announcement that he wanted to 
bury every man in the Grand Army. Why, what in the world did he 
mean? He is anxious to be the last man in the Grand Army, and 
he cannot be the last man unless he buries all his Comrades before 
him. God forbid, that either he or I shall take a delight in burying 
all our Comrades in order that our personal ambition to be the last 
man in the Grand Army may be gratified. [Laughter]. 
“Now, sometimes a man wants a text. A preacher can always get 
a text, Comrades, but sometimes a lawyer wants a text, and has dif- 
ficulty in getting one to suit him. I have got a text for a speech 
to-night. Some of you saw my good friend Hosley and myself seated 
before the mouth of a cannon, — our pictures taken. I do not like 
to have my picture taken because I make so ugly a picture. I can- 
not help that; that is my misfortune, but I was here under Hosley’s 
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orders and when he said ‘Sit down and have your picture taken, or 
stand up and have your picture taken,’ down I sat or up I stood and 
took my medicine. But when I looked at the ‘Post’ [newspaper] this 
morning our pictures were taken together, and I saw a twin picture 
there; one of them was the picture of a murderer, and under the 
picture of the murderer they put the name Ketchum. And the other 
was the alleged picture of Ketchum, and under that they put the 
name of the murderer. And that was a murderous picture. 

“As I say, I am not proud of my appearance,: but I occasionally 
brush my hair, —I occasionally look into the glass and brush the 
remnants of it; but never in the seventy-five years I have lived have 
I seen the reflection in the glass to which that alleged picture of my- 
self in the ‘Boston Post’ was not a gross caricature. So I have some- 
thing to speak about to-night. 

“Well, I have always been proud of Massachusetts. I have always 
been proud of the Grand Army. I breathe a new breath every time 
I cross the Hudson River and get into the Chatham and the Berk- 
shire Hills. Every time I come up from New York and get into New 
England my heart sings — 


I love thy rocks and rills, 
Thy woods and templed hills. 


“This week when I left Indianapolis it was dark. I got into Ohio 
and it was still dark. I got into western New York and it began to 
lighten up. I looked out upon western New York and it is a great 
country, but I went on reading William Roscoe Thayer’s ‘Life of 
John Hay;’ I thought it was more interesting. Then we got to the 
Mohawk Valley, but I kept on reading just the same. But when I 
crossed the Hudson and began to climb the Chatham and Berkshire 
Hills I recognized I had again reached New England, and my heart 
sang with joy, and William Roscoe Thayer went back into my satchel. 
I sat there and drank in the scenery of New England. And the as- 
tonishing thing about that is there is not very much of New England 
blood in me. My grandfather came from Peacham, Vt., before the 
State of Indiana was born, and that is one hundred and five years 
ago, and I only spent two years in a New England college; but my 
heart has always gone out to New England, and I have always been 
proud that I can trace my lineage to Peacham, Vt., and through that 
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place to Haverhill, Mass. And it has been a delight to my heart 
that I had good taste when I laid down my arms. Others laid theirs 
down a little before I did; I had a good deal of assistance and suc- 
ceeded in suppressing the Rebellion, but there were others helped me. 
But I have always felicitated myself that I had the good taste and 
the good sense when I was selecting a college, with the great number 
of magnificent institutions that I might have selected, to go to Dart- 
mouth College; and, oh, we do love it! Daniel Webster did, and we 
do. I think it is one of the most beautiful places on the face of the 
earth, and I know no better place to go to — after I have fired my 
gun at the ‘ Boston Post’ and then received the recoil from the ‘ Boston 
Post’— than to go up to Hanover, N. H., and spend two or three days 
from my engagements in Boston, Providence and Concord. 

“JT have this advantage over the man who has a controversy with 
the newspapers. That man is generally an ass, because the news- 
papers have all the advantage of position; but when a man can fire 
a gun and then climb a ladder and get up into the haymow, where 
the bear cannot get at him, he is all right. I do not care what any 
of the Boston newspapers may say about me after I get out of town. 
I will say my say and then run. I wasn’t such a brave man when 
I carried a musket or swung a sword, but anybody that knows ‘me 
out West knows I am as courageous as a lion when it comes to talking. 

“But badinage aside, Boys, when I see the numbers of bald heads 
confronting me, — only here and there a man like Past Commander 
Hosley who has had the good taste to take care of the top of his 
head when a boy and still has hair on top of it, — when I look into 
the countenances of these splendid men; when I see the lines that 
time and courage and achievement have worn in their faces; when I 
can go back to the ’60’s and remember what a splendid work they 
did in their youth, my heart goes out to these bald heads, and these 
venerable men, because I know that in their lives they have done 
great things for the world. And I know that, although we are headed 
towards the sunset, there will be many a patriotic act, and many a 
brilliant thought will escape from these men of ’61-’65; and I know 
not only Massachusetts, not only this country, but the world is better 
to-day because these men of the Grand Army of the Republic had 
their opportunity in the heyday of their youth.” [Great applause.] 

Commander Goodwin: ‘Comrades, we have with us to-day a rep- 
resentative of the United States Navy. [Applause.] I am a naval 
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veteran myself, and I do not know but I am the second naval man 
to command the Massachusetts Grand Army. You Comrades who 
served in the navy will perhaps remember that grand old man of the 
statue in the capital city of the land, Admiral David C. Farragut, 
under whom I served. I find there has been a new statue erected 
to him, one showing what the progress in art the past 50 years has 
been. 

“T never received a command from him. I served in the West 
Division of the Gulf Squadron. We did blockade duty and my ship 
was ordered to Pensacola Bay, and there much to my surprise we 
found another Mississippi fleet, under command of Farragut. One 
day as a boy ashore, learning that Farragut was on the dock in Pen- 
sacola | went there and saw him in undress uniform with simply an 
insignia on his sleeve. Some sailors wearing the uniform were stag- 
gering around and lurched up to the admiral, who quietly said to one 
of them, ‘Are there any officers of your ship ashore here?’ But the 
fellow he asked was too maudlin to answer. ‘Then he turned around 
and gave them this reproof: ‘Boys, the American navy raises men, 
not drunkards.’ 

“From that day Admiral David C. Farragut has represented to me 
all that was really great and grand and true im a sailor of the Amer- 
ican navy. As a representative of the navy I present to you now 
Admiral Robeson, the commandant of the Navy Yard at Charlestown. 
Comrades, rise.’ [All rise and give three cheers.| 

Admiral 5. S. Robeson of the Navy Yard: “Mr. Commander, Vice- 
Commander and Fellows of the Grand Army, I congratulate the 
Grand ,Army on being in safe hands —in the hands of the navy. 
[Laughter.] Massachusetts has the reputation, you know, of doing 
everything in its own way, and I understand that not only is your 
Commander a naval man, but that your Senior Vice-Commander-in- 
Chief was a naval man also. With that in view I feel perfectly safe 
in talking to you, and as though I knew some of you. 

“All of my civil relations were in the army instead of the navy in 
all the Civil War; in fact, my earliest recollection is hearing my 
various uncles fighting about McClellan, and I suppose that is still 
going on. I have another recollection that Judge Ketchum reminds 
me of, that some of my forbears removed to Indiana before the Civil 
War, and their sons went to the war. I was visiting one of them one 
time, and he said that while in the army he tried to preserve the 
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distinction between his neighbor’s property and his own, as far as 
self-preservation would admit. When he came back he brought with 
him his knife, fork and spoon, which his wife was so proud of that 
she kept them on a little table to look at. An old Comrade of his 
came to visit him one time, and was invited to dinner, and they sat 
down and grace was said, as is customary. Apparently his Comrade’s 
eyes roved over the table, and suddenly he said, ‘Robeson, you are 
the man that stole my mess kit.’ There was a mark on them that 
he recognized. [Laughter.| That is beside the question. I was 
thinking while sitting here of several things which occurred in this war 
which were the expansion or development of things that were brought 
into use during the Civil War. In that war Americans were pitted 
against Americans, and invention held sway. 

“Now, there were three things, one of which was specially remarked 
at the beginning of the World War, — the way the two armies dug 
in against each other, the Allies and Germans in France and Belgium, 
and it was frequently remarked in the newspapers how much it re- 
sembled our digging in in front of Richmond and Vicksburg. 

“But there was another thing more familiar to naval men, but not 
so commonly remarked, and that was the very great use of mines 
and torpedoes. People perhaps do not remember that during our 
Civil War, especially towards the close of it, the automobile torpedo 
had been invented; largely in the South at that time, and instead of 
being run by a propelling engine they were run by a crank manned 
by a man; and our iron-clad ‘Hoosatonic’ was sunk in Charleston, 
and the men who sunk her were all killed. They had the torpedo, 
the progenitor of the auto-torpedo, and also the torpedo boat. 

“And also during the Civil War the whole of James River was 
mined by electrically controlled mines, laid mostly by the Confederate 
navy. One officer named Hunter Davis, who had gone South before 
the war between the two sections, was especially known as the inventor 
and operator of mines. And you all know Farragut’s famous remark 
at Mobile Bay and when going up the Mississippi. They also had 
mines in the assault on Vicksburg; and mines and torpedoes were so 
well known at the end of our Civil War that there were books written 
about them. There was a naval officer wrote books which I have 
studied, and everything that occurred in that line in this recent war 
is an expansion of that. 

“The third thing was the use of balloons in warfare. They had a 
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balloon in the Army of the Potomac, and used it in front of York- 
town, and the unfortunate result of the first part of it was that they 
put the balloon up right in the lines, which gave the Confederates the 
range. They speedily found out that was bad and moved the balloon 
several miles back. This balloon used to go up daily to observe the 
Confederate line. 

“Well, it was not long before the idea was conceived of running a 
wire up, and a telegraphic operator sat in the balloon and telegraphed 
the news, and they could talk back to him, which was the main thing. 
One of the first orders was that no newspaper correspondent should 
be allowed to go up in the balloon. 

“Tn this later war captive balloons were used in the navy ther same 
as in the Civil War. The balloon in the Civil War I do not think 
was ever used again in subsequent wars; people didn’t appreciate its 
value. But during the World War about every other sort of apparatus 
was used, and captive balloons were put on board large ships with 
telephone wires, and were used for observations of every kind, and 
they were certainly remarkable. They were used particularly in the 
English Channel for convoy of troops across, and for convoy of our 
troops into Brest and all British ports. 

“But those three things had their inception in our Civil War, and 
that is the point I wanted to bring home to you. The only other 
thing I wish to call attention to is that I was in London about two 
years ago, and, since I am speaking for the navy, I wish to tell you 
that a British naval officer said that our naval men had the reputa- 
tion of being great diplomats — saying the right thing. It was Lord 
Fisher who was in command of a British squadron in the West Indies 
at one time, and he was ordered to be especially friendly to the Ameri- 
cans. So he invited either Admiral Sampson or Meade aboard his 
flagship for a dinner. And after dinner they got up and a toast was 
proposed, — the health of the President of the United States, which 
was drunk, and then the health of the King. And he spoke about 
blood being thicker than water, and thought he did very well. Pretty 
soon the American admiral got up and said, ‘American naval officers 
are not speech makers, but I want to say one thing, that it was a 
d——d fine old hen that hatched out the American eagle.’ [Laughter 
and applause.| And then he sat down, — which is what I am going 
to do in a moment. 

“T think it is a particular honor to be able to speak before an En- 
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campment of the Grand Army of Massachusetts. A lady from Green- 
field, Mass., was in Montreal at one time, and some Canadians 
remarked to her, giving a little slant to history, that the Americans 
were beaten at the battle of Bunker Hill. ‘But,’ she replied, ‘we 
have the hill.’ And do you know that in 1775 the present Stars and 
Stripes, or, rather, the original thirteen Stars and Stripes, were un- 
furled at headquarters in Cambridge, which is a thing to be proud of.” 
[Applause. | 

Commander: “As a boy I remember my father took me to an old- 
fashioned military training. And he said, ‘The mayor of the city is 
to be there;’ and I said, ‘Pa, won’t you let me touch his coat tails,’ 
and my father gratified my wish. ‘To-day I have had the pleasure of 
pressing the hand of His Honor the Mayor of the city of Boston, 
whom I present to you.’ [Applause and cheers, all rising.] 

Mayor Peters: “Mr. Commander, Officers, Admiral, and Men of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, it is indeed a pleasure to be here 
as your guest to-day and to share with you the opportunity to hear 
the speeches of this afternoon. I assure you I appreciate it very 
much, and I thank you for your very hearty greeting because I realize 
the distinction of which any man may be proud, —to be the guest of the 
men who compose the Massachusetts Encampment of the Grand Army. 

“JT wanted to be here, too, because I have among you so many 
personal friends. Here on my left is a gentleman with whom I served 
in the House and in the Senate of Massachusetts, and with whom for 
over twenty years of public life I have had a very intimate, and to 
me a very pleasant friendship, — Brother Woods. [Applause.] In my 
service here in Massachusetts in the House and Senate, and in Wash- 
ington, I have come in contact with many of you men who are mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic, and I am sure I have had 
an opportunity to appreciate how great has been their contribution to 
the life, political and civic, of this country in the last fifty years. 

“You are meeting here to-day renewing old friendships, bringing 
back old memories, and your presence here is an inspiration, not only 
to you yourselves as it brings back pleasant associations by meeting 
your friends here and realizing the tie that binds you together, but 
by your presence here you are bringing before the people of Massa- 
chusetts the spirit of patriotism, the spirit of sacrifice for country, the 
spirit of a contribution to democracy which you made by the service 
which you gave to your country at the time of the Civil War. 
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“To-day we are having issues new in name but issues no less vital 
in their significance. We are having our flag and constitution, and 
the liberties which they stand for, attacked to-day, not on the field 
of battle but by insidious methods — un-American, undemocratic — 
and against the whole spirit of liberty. It is against those insidious 
attacks that your body here stands so stalwartly as a bulwark. You 
have given and you give of your presence and your interest in the 
civic life of the community a great help to its betterment. JI am sure 
that I appreciate, and no one could help it, how much the Grand 
Army of the Republic has done to stimulate patriotism in our coun- 
try, to help support the best elements that stand for Americanism 
and liberty. 

“T congratulate you doubly, not only upon that great service you 
have rendered your country in your youth, but on that service you 
are rendering to your country to-day by your interest in your or- 
ganization, which is a helpful stimulant in public affairs. May God 
bless you all!” [Great applause, which is renewed as the Governor 
arrives. | 

Commander: “Comrades, I have referred casually to doings in my 
home city of Westfield, and the other day the boys of the 104th 
Regiment of the American Legion were to dedicate a monument on 
what we call Hampden Plain, and I note that the mayor appointed 
on the committee some of a group of men who in the summer enjoy 
life at Wellfleet down on Cape Cod. 

“Among that number is my family physician, and there are others 
that the next speaker will recognize — George James and Lew Fuller. 
In that summer colony the talk goes around that the Governor, while 
he is a splendid fellow and all that, does not seem to have much luck 
as a fisherman. But as ‘a fisher of men’ he is a real man. May I 
present to you His Excellency Governor Channing Cox.” [Three 
cheers and a tiger are given and great applause.| 

Governor Cox: “Commander Goodwin of the Department of 
Massachusetts, National Commander and Veterans of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, it is a great pleasure to come here even for a 
few minutes this afternoon. I regret deeply that this is the day on 
which the Governor’s Council has a session and we were kept until 
a guarter of two, and then we go in session again at three o’clock; so 
I cannot enjoy with you all the good things which are laid before 
you. 
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“T am glad to have the opportunity of coming here to bring to you 
men the greetings of the Commonwealth, and to welcome this oppor- 
tunity once again to express to you the veneration and regard and 
esteem and the love in which we hold you men, members of the Grand 
Army and saviors of the nation. | 

“T cannot let the remarks of your Commander pass without just 
a little comment. He has referred briefly to our summer down at 
Wellfleet, from where my wife came, and where I delight to return. 
Do you know, it is interesting to one who has always lived near the 
seacoast to listen to these fellows way up in the western part of the 
State, who think they know everything there is about salt water 
fishing, sailing, and everything of that sort. From the experiences I 
have had with them I am willing to testify that they know about 
liquids in some form [laughter], and to show you how little things 
grow — what big things come from little things. 

“Your Commander has referred in most loving terms to his family 
physician, and as a physician and as a man I would endorse all he 
has said, but there are some things he does to which I cannot give 
my whole-hearted endorsement. For instance, we went fishing down 
there last summer, and the doctor caught a little pollock about that 
long [indicating], but as soon as the fish was dressed and he ,had 
eaten it, and there was no visible evidence, you would be surprised 
how that fish grew; and how he went up and told those good, gullible 
citizens of Westfield that it was as long as he was tall. That is how 
things grow. [Laughter.] 

“Now, I noticed in the report of your Convention yesterday that 
one of your Comrades in addressing you said among other things 
“Our work is ended,’ and I was impressed by that remark. I pre- 
sume that he qualified it in some way, so that it did not sound quite 
as it does when J repeat it. ‘Our work is ended,’ —I am not willing 
to subscribe to any such sentiment as that. 

“You have done great service for this our country; you stepped in 
at a time of need, you saved the country, which was a great and 
noble accomplishment. My judgment is that in the years which have 
intervened since you laid down your arms you have performed a sery- 
ice that is as highly commendable as that. You have been on the 
firing-line every time that an issue was presented, and when it came 
for the people of this land to decide between right and wrong there 
has never been any doubt as to where the men of the Grand Army

stood. [Applause.] Whenever there has been doubt, whenever there 
has been hesitation among other men, you, with the spirit of ’61- 
°65 in your veins, have never hesitated or doubted, but always said 
not ‘Come,’ but ‘Let us go forward.’ That has been your character- 
istic attitude through all your lives. 

“Now I say to you, my friends, —I do not say old men; I say 
young men, —there is a mighty work ahead of you for you to do this 
very day, this very month, this very year. We are living in unusual 
times. In the morning when we get up we hardly know what may 
befall us before night comes. There are in this community to-day, 
there are in this Commonwealth, there are in this country, men who 
are discouraged, men who are out of sympathy with their fellowmen; 
there are men, unfortunately, who are out of work, and there are 
others in our community who do not seem to want to work when the 
opportunity is offered. We are all— most of us—out of sorts. 
Nearly every one of us has a complaint against everybody else, and 
he does not register the complaint that he ought to against himself. 

“Tt is time for us to stop talking about what somebody else is 
doing, and the mistakes which he is making, and to be very certain 
that each one of us is doing everything in his power to render a fair 
measure of service to our fellowmen, and to drive away these clouds 
of doubt, despair and discouragement, and to make certain the very 
fact that although we are having something that seems like trouble 
in this country, if we look across the water to any other country, if 
we look across the boundaries of our own country, and then compare 
the situation of our citizens with that in other countries to-day in this 
world, we shall find that we are blessed here indeed! And that to-day 
in America there is just as good an opportunity for any man or 
woman to make his or her way provided he or she is willing to do the 
things which men and women have been obliged to do in every other 
generation to make their own way; and that it is within ourselves to 
drive away the clouds of despair, doubt and discouragement, and it is 
for ourselves to show to the world and to our fellowmen that America 
is after all as she should be. It is within ourselves to right our 
present condition. 

“Men of the Grand Army, don’t say your work is done, for if ever 
you had an opportunity to render service to this nation you have it 
now, — by going back to your homes from this annual Encampment 
taking with you something of this spirit you have always exemplified, 
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faith in yourselves, faith in your fellowmen, faith in your institutions, 
faith in your Commonwealth, and faith in America! And then you 
will have done much to put into the life and being of the people of this 
Commonwealth, the spirit which will make Massachusetts lead the 
way to new and better things, and make it possible for all those who 
come in the future to proclaim joyously, as you always have in the 
past, that their home is the greatest Commonwealth of all — Massa- 
chusetts.” [Vociferous applause long continued, with cries, ‘The 
Governor is all right.”” “That’s the best yet.” “That’s the thing.’’] 

Commander: “We pledge the Governor of Massachusetts we will 
still stand by him, in God’s name always for Massachusetts. 

“Comrades, in 1898 the fairest isle of the sea sang out to America, 
‘Behold, we have a land flowing with milk and honey but my people 
are starving.’ Then it was that the boys of 1898 assembled at the 
call of our Comrade, President McKinley, and went down to Cuba 
and did what they could for our great country. The Department 
Commander of the Spanish War Veterans is here, and I present to 
you Comrade Jere Shea of Springfield.” 

Jere J. Shea: ‘Commander, Commander-in-Chief, Officers and 
Guests, and Comrades of the Grand Army, it is a great pleasure to 
me to-day to be able to be here as your guest and to extend to you 
the greetings of the United Spanish War Veterans of Massachusetts. 

“Tt has always been a pleasure to us to aid in any way we possibly 
could any veteran or veteran of a Grand Army Post throughout the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. In our 60 camps in Massachusetts 
there are on our honor rolls over 275 Grand Army men. Our ranks 
are always open for honorary membership to any member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and they will always continue to be. 
We are greatly aided by that. We follow their example and look to © 
them a good deal for guidance. 

“In Springfield we have a very active Post of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and it is pleasing to me to be affiliated with that Post, 
the same as with your Department. It was gratifying to me, Com- 
rades, when I received your invitation to this banquet to-day. As I 
said to some of our Comrades in Springfield, and especially to one 
who is a great admirer of your Department Commander, and has 
spoken about his activities quite a good deal throughout the State, 
“Now is my chance to say a few words for the live wire of the Grand 
Army of the Republic in the western part of Massachusetts, — your 
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Department Commander.’ We have witnessed the activities of this 
officer who is now retiring from the highest office in the gift of your 
Department, and the sacrifices he has made in visiting throughout the 
Commonwealth. Our tracks have crossed each other several times in 
our travels, and I can assure you that the trust you put in him last 
- year, and the obligation he took, have been fully fulfilled in the serv- 
ice he has rendered. Comrades, I thank you.” 

Commander: “The American Legion met in the city of Springfield 
last spring, and by invitation of the then commander I was asked to 
address the Encampment of that organization. I was pleased that 
they elected my friend, the Comrade whom I met there on that occa- 
sion, for, to me, he who served for the Flag any time, anywhere, is a 
Comrade. And so may I present to you Major James T. Duane, the 
Department Commander of the American Legion.”’ 

Major Duane: “Mr. Commander, National Commander-in-Chief, 
Guests and Buddies, it seems as though the term ‘buddy’ has been 
used more in this war than ever before. Every time I see one of you 
older Comrades I say to myself, ‘There is a good old buddy of mine,’ 
and that is the way we look on you men. 

“Tt is indeed a pleasure to be here. Probably there is not a man 
in this hall who feels a greater distinction at being a guest of this 
Encampment than I do. I represent more than 100,000 boys of 
Massachusetts enrolled in the American Legion, representing more 
than 2,000,000 men in the country, and in turn that is a representa- 
tive part of the 5,000,000 or so who were in’service during the recent 
war, — and they bring greetings to you here. 

“T recall how you first impressed me as a boy, and I think it is a 
true description of every child in our country. Almost for the entire 
year we would look forward to the parade through our streets on 
Memorial Day. To us it meant a parade, but since then we have 
learned it was more than a parade. As the years went on you im- 
pressed us even more. You continued in the great work which you 
took up after the conclusion of the Rebellion and after your wonderful 
victory in 1865, and there are occasions when the veterans of this 
recent war have reason to hang their heads in shame, as they stand 
on the sidewalk on Memorial Day and do not join in with you men 
on the way to the cemeteries. 

“You men have handed to us an inspiration. Ofttimes you will 
hear somebody say, ‘Why, the Grand Army is dying out.’ Comrades, 
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after the last man of the Grand Army of the Republic has passed 
to his final roll call, and is laid away with the honors which are duly 
his, the Grand Army will still live on. 

“We like to have the members of the Grand Army with us at our 
meetings and assemblies. We want to do more than take you in 
with us as honorary and associate members. We already have you 
in our hearts, and we want to adopt and carry on your work and 
your ideals. We intend to do so. Rest assured that your tasks will 
always be carried on by the American Legion. 

“We have no uniform; I am here without one to-day; we have not 
adopted one yet, but I would not be disappointed if they adopted the 
uniform of the Grand Army, so to a greater extent carry on your work. 

“There is a story relating to the Grand Army which | like to tell. 
Very often since the war we have heard men going around telling 
how they unassisted won the war. They. don’t have to prove it, — 
they just admit it. That sort of boasting brought out this incident 
which they give about a Grand Army Post in Massachusetts that a 
few years ago engaged in some sort of conference where a delegation 
of Confederate veterans came from the South to take a part. 

“When the word was passed that they were coming one Post in 
New York City voted to invite the southern veterans to be their 
guests; then a Post in Jersey City voted similarly, and likewise an- 
other in Washington, we will say. In due course the Confederate 
veterans came to Washington and also visited the Posts in New 
York and Jersey City. About this time a Post in Massachusetts 
decided they ought to take some action; so one of the good old mem- 
bers got up and suggested they ought to invite the veterans to this 
Post, — to bring back old times and to show that they had no feeling 
against them. He sat down and up jumped one of the boastful chaps 
we have referred to, and he was followed by three or four others in a 
similar strain. 

“Finally up jumped one of those little tough fellows who would go 
through anything, and he says, ‘Mr. Commander, I have been a 
member of this Post a good many years and have never said a thing 
at a meeting, but I am going to make a motion to invite the Confed- 
erate veterans to this Post and for two reasons: first, the war is over 
and that is all; second, I want to invite the veterans here so the 
five previous speakers can see what the rebels really look like.’ 
[Laughter.] 
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“Once again I say, if there is anything the American Legion can do 
please call on us, for we want to be with you, to stay with you, to 
take up the work where you leave off. I thank you.” 

Commander: “Fred Bell of the Sons of Veterans was unable to be 
present, so he has sent as his representative Guy C. Richardson, Past 
National Patriotic Instructor of the Sons of Veterans. I present Mr. 
Richardson to you.” 

Guy C. Richardson: “ Mr. Bell could not be here for the reason he 
is presiding at his own Encampment; and our Commander-in-Chief 
is Lieutenant-Governor of the great State of Nebraska, and his duties 
there prevent his attendance east. 

“YT glory in everything that has been said. I am a native of New 
Hampshire, and was glad when your Commander-in-Chief referred so 
eloquently to Dartmouth College, and that one of our best speeches 
to-day was by Governor Cox, a New Hampshire man and a graduate 
of that same college. 

“We do not ask glory for the Sons of Veterans, but I am going to 
‘say that there is work enough for both the Legion and the Sons of 
Veterans if such a heritage comes from the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. I can point to half a dozen communities in Massachusetts 
where next Memorial Day there will be no observance whatever if it 
were not for the Sons of Veterans. 

“T know you rejoice with me that our numbers in this State have 
increased from 500 until now we have something like 7,500 of us at 
your service.” | 

Commander: “We have a Comrade in our Department who has 
been a Department Commander, but I present him to you as Senior 
Vice-Commander-in-Chief, my friend George A. Hosley, of whom we 
are all very proud.” 

A Comrade: “ What’s the matter with Hosley?” 

Another: “He’s all right.” 

Comrade Hosley: “I thank you. Department Commander, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and Comrades of the Department of Massachusetts, 
it is wholly unexpected my being called on here, I assure you. 

“You have heard from the Commander-in-Chief, who represents 
the national organization, and that is sufficient without hearing any- 
thing from me. 

“There is only one point, however, I wish to touch on. There 
has been a reference made here to the time when our work is laid 
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down. Our work is not going to be done for a number of years to 
come. J] am a farmer in New Hampshire; I have 210 acres of land 
up there and a few apple trees on it and I make cider. Come up and 
I will give you some. 

“Now, we don’t wait for a tree to die, but we saw off a_ healthy 
limb and engraft upon that limb what we call a scion, which grows 
and ultimately bears fruit. Major Duane, don’t wait until we lay 
down our labors; it may be a number of years yet. The tree may be 
growing feebly in some respects, but it can be grafted with your help, 
and the scions will grow and bear fruit abundantly. [Applause.| 

“Another thing. It may seem foolish on my part to give advice in 
any way to you youngsters, but you know we have had over fifty 
years’ experience in this organization. We have made mistakes, but 
you can hunt up the history of our doings and gather some points 
for your guidance. Many wonder how it is that the Grand Army 
has lived as long as it has, that it is going on year after year meeting 
in that old Post room, going through the dry ritual work, and still 
continuing and never tiring. It is because they look at it as a duty 
to be well performed. They are not asking, ‘What is in it for you or 
me?’ but ‘What can I do?’ and, Major, that is the one thing. When 
soliciting others to join you will find that many will ask, ‘ What) is 
there in it for me?’ and you will have to tell them that there is noth- 
ing in it for them except the knowledge of duty well performed for 
their fellowmen, and that is what will make a success of your organ- 
ization as it has of ours. J thank you all.” 

Commander: “The hour is getting late, but I want to present to 
you Commander-Elect Edwin F. Morrill.” 

Commander-Elect Edwin F. Morrill: “Commander Goodwin, Com- 
mander-in-Chief and Invited Guests, I assure you, Comrades, that 
wherever you go I shall be with you, and I am going to stay with 
you, if I am permitted, just as long as my term of service shall 
last. 

“T have been very much interested in the remarks that have been 
made here this afternoon. It seems to me that we as members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic should feel proud that we are members 
of such an organization. Every speaker to-day has praised the work 
of the Grand Army. We rejoice that we who started fifty-five years 
ago as boys, should have continued to live and act and conduct our- 
selves so to receive the respect that we receive to-day from all our 
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high officials. But such must be the fact, from what they have told 
us here to-day. 

“In taking up the work I have assumed to-day, I realize in a 
measure the responsibilities and duties of the office. 

“T don’t know how many Commanders of this Department have 
the distinction of being Sons of Veterans. I know that Comrade 
Bradley is one and I know that I myself am one. It is reasonable, 
therefore, to expect that as a Sons of Veterans I shall have the-greatest 
respect for their organization. I belong to the order, and I intend to 
stay with them as long as I am permitted to stay anywhere. 

“Tt is getting late, and I suppose the Commander reserved me for 
the last, to see if you would begin to go out, so he could go home. 
I thank you, Commander.” 

Commander: “We are all Grand Army men, and the Commander- 
in-Chief is here. Let us pay the last ringing tribute of respect to our 
Commander-in-Chief.” [Three cheers are given with a will.]

General before July 10, as it must be received by the National Adjutant-General 
before the 15th of July. Please send it along promptly. 

Bear in mind that no semi-annual reports are required at that time. Only the 
per capita tax. 


We Old Boys. At our recent Department Encampment Comrade Wetherbee, 
to ascertain the comparative ages of the 536 Comrades reported present, asked 
those of the following ages to stand up, with this result: 96 years, 1; 88 years, 1; 
87 to 85 years, 4; 84 to 80 years, 50; 79 to 78 years, 76; 77 to 76 years, 330; 75 
to 73 years, 49; 72 years, 13; under 71 years, 11; under 70 years, 1. This shows 
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that considerably over three-quarters of the survivors of the Civil War are now be- 
tween 76 and 79 years. 

To these men, nearly all of whom long ago passed the age when self-supporting 
work is either possible or procurable, the passing of the increased pension bill by 
Congress is a welcome recognition of priceless services rendered to the country and 
the flag. 


Important! A Dastardly Swindle. This should be read in every Post. 

The Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions at the State House has just had 
brought to his attention a most aggravated case of malfeasance in office. A Boston 
undertaker received the body of a Civil War veteran for burial. Owing to the heavy 
snows it could not be buried when it reached the cemetery, February 13, but was 
placed in the receiving tomb. When the time for burial came, the pine box which 
was supposed to contain the casket, which had been charged on the undertaker’s 
bill at $75, was opened, but no casket was there. The body had been thrown into 
the outside box, and the lid screwed on. The Commissioner of State Aid had the 
undertaker brought into court and charged with attempt to commit larceny, for 
which he was fined $25. A more flagrant desecration of a veteran’s remains has 
never come to our notice. 

Comrades are cautioned to investigate cases of burial, especially in cases of desti- 
tution, and to see that the bodies of even the lowliest of our Comrades receive proper 
burial.

MerMorRIAL Day AND FuaG Day. 


Memorial Day. Fifty-two years ago General John A. Logan, then Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, issued the order which instituted the 
30th of May as Memorial Day. Its primary purpose was to do reverence to the 
memory of the Comrades who had fallen in the Civil War, by decorating their graves 
with the flag under which they had fought and with fragrant flowers of the spring- 
time. 

Memorial Day, while still an observance conducted mainly by the Grand Army, 
has overleaped its original boundaries. It has found a sympathetic response in the 
hearts of all the people. It has become a national holiday, when all who hold the 
memory of departed loved ones dear feel it a privilege to bring flowers to their graves 
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To the survivors of the Civil War, however, this day comes year by year with 
increasing and richer meaning. As those who heard the solemn call to duty in ’61 
to ’65 answered it with the offer of their lives, so, hearing that call now, they answer 
it, not with bullets for the foe, but with floral tributes for the Comrades who have 
gone before. Let us see to it that every soldier’s grave is so honored. Let patriotic 
public services be held wherever practicable, and invitations to attend be extended 
to all allied or civic organizations. Comrades should use every effort to prevent 
a desecration of the day by public games or sports. 

Patriotic Exercises in Schools. Post Patriotic Instructors should arrange 
with teachers of public schools for appropriate services one or two days before 
Memorial Day. 

General Logan’s First Memorial Day Order and Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address. These should be read at all public Memorial Day exercises. 

Memorial Sunday. As Memorial Day falls this year on Sunday, the Com- 
mander in Chief has directed that it be observed May 23, and Memorial Day on 
Monday, May 31. 

Flag Day. Flag Day will be observed this year on Monday, June 14. Com- 
rades, so far as possible, should honor the day by a display of the flag, and thereby 
set a good example to all other citizens.

The Next National Encampment. This will be held at Indianapolis, Ind., 
during the week beginning Sunday, September 19. The Railway Associations have 
granted the same liberal fares as last year, namely, 1 cent a mile. 

Who may go. Sale of tickets is limited to members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, to members of the Army Nurses’ Association, Woman’s Relief Corps, 
Ladies of the G. A. R., Daughters of Veterans, Sons of Veterans, Sons of Veterans 
Auxiliary, and their families accompanying them to the National Encampment. 
Certificates are not to be issued to members of other organizations than those here 
named. : 

Who may not go. Certificates are not to be issued to the following: — 

1. Veterans of the Civil War who are not members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, even though their wife, son or daughter may be entitled to the reduced 
rate. ‘‘Any veteran of the Civil War who is now drawing $50 a month pension, 
through the efforts of the Grand Army of the Republic, is not deserving of any 
privileges in connection with the Encampment of the organization he is too un- 
grateful to join.” 
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2. Daughters of deceased members of the Grand Army of the Republic, unless 
they belong to one of these organizations. 

3. Sons of deceased members of the Grand Army of the Republic, unless they 
belong to the organization known as the Sons of Veterans. 

4. Relatives of members of the organizations mentioned above who do not live 
in the same household with such members. 

Identification Certificates. Tickets cannot be purchased except on the pres- 
entation of IDENTIFICATION CERTIFICATES issued by the Railway Association and 
countersigned by a responsible official of the organization to which the purchaser 
belongs. These certificates may be obtained from the Assistant Adjutant-General 
at the G. A. R. Headquarters, Room 27, State House, Boston, or at the Headquarters 
of the allied organizations. 

The Assistant Adjutant-General will countersign tickets for all Comrades and 
their families if applied for by these Comrades in person. Comrades who apply for 
certificates by letter must have them countersigned by the Commander or Adjutant 
of the Post to which they belong. 

Tickets. Tickets, we are informed, will be on sale from August 25 to September 
21. They should be purchased at the home station. Those planning to go should 
notify the ticket agents at their home stations at an early date in order to allow 
time to arrange the ticket. 

Tickets are good going, returning the same route only; they are good for sixty 
days from the date of leaving stamped on the ticket. 

Stopovers may be had by applying to the conductor. 

Fares. Railway fares to Indianapolis and return, including war tax, will be as 
follows: from Boston, $20.48; from Framingham, $20.33; from Worcester, $19.85; 
from Springfield, $18.68; from Pittsfield, $17.54. Tickets from Boston must be 
purchased at the General Railway Ticket Office, 67 Franklin Street. 

Pullman fares, in addition to the above and including surcharge, will be — 

Boston and Worcester: upper berth, $8.75; lower berth, $10.94; drawing room, 
$38.88. Springfield and Pittsfield: upper berth, $7.78; lower berth, $9.72; drawing 
room, $34.02. 

Reservations in sleepers for Comrades of the Grand Army must be made at the 
Department Headquarters in the State House, and by others at the Headquarters 
of their several organizations, or at G. A. R. Headquarters. 

Rates from points off the main line will be published later. 

Meals will be furnished in dining car, @ la carte. 

Department Train. A special Department train consisting of standard Pullman 
sleeping cars and day coaches, if needed, will leave Boston from the South Station 
Sunday, September 19, at 2 p.m. standard time, 3 o’clock daylight-saving time, 
via Boston & Albany and New York Central Railroad to Cleveland, and thence 
by the ‘Big Four” to Indianapolis, where it will be due to arrive about noon the 
next day. Information concerning return trip will be given later. 

There will be no side excursions. 

Do not fail to secure your identification certificates and railroad tickets as soon 
as possible. It is necessary to know how many are going so as to provide accommo- 
dations. 
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Accommodations at Indianapolis. Those intending to go should write at 
once to Mr. Scott Brewer, Washington Bank and Trust Company, Indianapolis, 
Ind., for rooms. Owing to two other organizations meeting there the same week, 
the larger hotels are already filled to capacity. If necessary, however, the citizens 
will open their homes to the Grand Army with the same hospitality received last 
year at Columbus. 

Delegates who cannot go. Elected delegates, representing the Department 
of Massachusetts, who find it impossible to attend the Encampment should notify 
these Headquarters at once, in order that the vacancy so caused may be filled. 

Only Grand Army Badge. That this Department may maintain the high 
standard it now holds, all Comrades in line must remove all decorations from their 
coats during the parade, with the exception of the regulation Grand Army badge. 
The Assistant Adjutant-General is instructed to see that this order is enforced. 

An Unavoidable Delay. The long delay in sending out this General Order 
has caused much questioning. It has been held back by lack of information as to 
rates on the railways. The moment this was received the copy was placed in the 
printer’s hands.

The annual election of officers of the Posts of this Department and of repre- 
sentatives and alternates to the next Department Encampment must be held, as 
required by the Rules and Regulations, at the first stated meeting in December. 

The ratio of representatives in the Encampment is as follows: one representative 
and one alternate for every twenty members reported in good standing Dec. 31, 1919, 
with one additional representative and alternate for the fraction of more than one- 
half that number; but every Post is entitled to at least one representative and one 
alternate. Credential blanks have already been mailed. 

As Post Commanders and Senior and Junior Vice-Commanders are by virtue 
of their office members of the Encampments, they should not be elected as repre- 
sentatives. 

All surviving Past Post Commanders are also members of the Encampment, 
and should not be elected as representatives. 
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Special Notice to Commanders. All communications from Headquarters, 
including Rosters, General Orders, and blanks for reports of every kind, are as a 
general rule, mailed to the Commanders of Posts. They alone, therefore, are re- 
sponsible for the prompt delivery of these communications to the proper officers, 
no one of whom can fulfil his duty if the Commander neglects his. Strict attention 
to this matter would greatly diminish complaints. 

Special Notice to Adjutants. Blank credentials on which to make returns 
have already been mailed in duplicate. 

One copy must be sent to these Headquarters IMMEDIATELY after election. They 
are needed at once in order to allow ample time to make up the Roll of the De- 
partment Encampment. Immediately means AT ONCE. 

A blank Quartermaster’s bond is also inclosed. 

Mustering Officers. The General Order detailing Mustering Officers will be 
issued about December 20. 

Posts selecting particular Comrades to represent the Department Mustering 
Officer will first secure their consent to act, and then immediately notify these Head- 
quarters of the selection. 

Recommendations must be made before December 20. No names received after 
that date will appear in the General Orders, which must be printed and mailed by 
December 26. 

A Mustering Officer appointed to install the officers of his own Post needs no 
special order from Headquarters. 

The full address (street and number, if possible) should accompany the name of 
every Mustering Officer sent to Headquarters. Failure to do this often leads to 
trouble and disappointment. 

Expenses of Mustering Officers, whether they are Department Officers or ‘nok 
must be assumed by Posts. 

Special Notice to Adjutants and Quartermasters. Consolidated Forms A 
and B are sent herewith. 

The reports due Dec. 31, 1920, must cover the entire preceding year. 

Post Commanders are urged to see that all reports are returned to Department 
Headquarters immediately after the close of the last meeting in December. 

Remember that these reports must be forwarded before the newly elected officers 
can be installed. 

It can easily be done if the Adjutant and Quartermaster will get together at the 
close of the last meeting in December, make out their reports, and turn them over, 
together with the per capita tax of 10 cents for each member, to the Commander 
before leaving the Post hall. This action by the Adjutant and Quartermaster will 
make their own work lighter and be a great help to the Assistant Adjutant-General. 

Reports of Deaths. Adjutants will fill the mortuary blank giving all deaths 
in the Post from last meeting in 1919 to last meeting in 1920, being careful to give 
all the information called for on the blank, and to forward the same to these Head- 
quarters with the semi-annual returns. 

Special Notice to Patriotic Instructors. A Post Patriotic Instructor’s re- 
port should be filled by the retiring Post Patriotic Instructor and mailed by January 
1 to Francis A. Ireland, 77 West Housatonic Street, Pittsfield, Mass., Department 
Patriotic Instructor, G. A. R. 
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The Department Patriotic Instructor requests all Post Patriotic Instructors to 
answer so far as possible all the questions on the blank, especially the one touching 
the observance of Memorial Day in the public schools. 

Rank Straps and Ribbons. Newly elected officers desiring rank straps and 
ribbons should order through the Post Quartermaster immediately after election, 
in order that they may receive them in time for installation. Make all checks for 
supplies and per capita tax payable to Philip A. Nordell, Assistant Adjutant-General. 
Requisitions for supplies must be accompanied by check or money order. 

Aides on Commander-in-Chief’s Staff. Commanders who wish to designate 
one or more Comrades of their Post as Aides-de-Camp on the staff of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, having first, however, obtained their consent to act, should send 
the name and address of such Comrades to the Assistant Adjutant-General aT ONCE. 

Important. All communications, reports, etc., should be addressed to Philip A. 
Nordell, Assistant Adjutant-General, G. A. R., State House, Boston, Mass. Be 
sure to add G. A. R. as there is a State Adjutant-General as well. 

Surrender of Charters. The membership of many Posts has been so reduced 
as to make a surrender of the charter seem to them expedient. In every such case 
the following regulation in the Grand Army ‘Rules and Regulations’? must be 
observed: — 


No charter shall be surrendered by any Post so long as five members thereof shall 
demand its continuance; nor until a proposition to surrender the charter shall have 
been made at a stated meeting at least four weeks before the time of action, and due 
notice given to every member of the Post. (Chapter II, Art. I, Sec. 2.) 


The members of a Grand Army Post may accept honorary membership in a Post 
of the American Legion without surrendering its charter. But it cannot as a Post 
join a Post of the Legion and still retain its charter as a Post of the Grand Army. 

Members of Disbanded Posts. At the National Encampment in Indianapolis 
last September a resolution was adopted directing all Posts that are forced to sur- 
render their charters to issue transfer cards to all their members in good standing. 
Should there be no Post in the same county, or within a reasonable distance, the 
Comrade receiving such card may send the same to the Assistant Adjutant-General 
of the Department with one dollar for annual dues. On receipt of the same, the 
Assistant Adjutant-General shall enroll the sender as a member in “ Post Comrades 
at Large.” As long as his dues are paid, he will then retain his standing in the Grand 
Army of the Republic and be entitled to all the benefits of the order. (See enclosed 
General Orders No. 2 from National Headquarters.) 

The Per Capita Tax to National Headquarters. At the same Encampment, 
a resolution was passed to raise the per capita tax from each Department to the 
National Headquarters from 1$ cents semiannually to 5 cents, or from 33 cents a 
year to 10 cents. As the annual tax in this Department is only 20 cents on each 
member, the payment of this increased assessment to the National organization 
leaves to the Department Headquarters only one-half of its already small income 
from the Posts. This income is rapidly growing still smaller as the Comrades grow 
fewer. In the meantime, the Department expenses remain about the same as when 
the income was five or six times as large. It costs as much to transact business 
with a Post of five members as with one of five hundred. 
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To meet this annual deficit since 1917, when the state appropriation ceased, the 
Department has drawn from its invested fund, accumulated in past years from 
gifts saved for use at such a time as this. This fund, to which no additions have 
been made since 1917, is now being rapidly depleted. To keep up our Headquarters 
beyond three or four years, there seems to be no recourse but a generous increase of 
the per capita tax. 

This statement is made in order that the Posts may be prepared at our 1921 
encampment to consider the best way to meet this situation. It is small consolation 
to know that we are no worse off in this respect than other Departments, if there 
are any, with a per capita tax as low as ours. In some Departments the tax is as 
high as 75 cents on each member.

Installation Services. These shall be held at the first stated meeting in 
January, or they may be held publicly at a special meeting called for that purpose, 
at which meeting no part of the opening or closing services or signs of recognition 
shall be used. 

Post Commanders should at once communicate with their Installing Officer, giving 
time and place of meeting. 

. No installation can take place unless the annual reports for the year ending Dec. 

31, 1920, with the per capita tax of 10 cents for each member in good standing, 
have been forwarded to Department Headquarters; nor can the Quartermaster- 
elect be installed until he has filed his bond with the Post Commander, as required 
by the Rules and Regulations. 

In the absence of the Mustering Officer any National or Department Officer 
can act in any Post of the Department. If no such officer is present, the Senior 
Past Post Commander present can install his own Post. Hapenses of Mustering 
Officers must be paid by the Posts. 

Installations are required, not optional. Even when all the old officers are re- 
elected, they should be re-installed, as their term of office expires December 31 of 
the year for which they were elected. After that they are mere hold overs. 

Blank Report for Mustering Officer. With this Order is transmitted a blank 
report for the Mustering Officer. Adjutants should have this report filled out and hand 
it to the Installing Officer. 

Semiannual and Other Reports. Commanders are urged to see that their 
semiannual reports and obituary reports are forwarded to Department Headquarters 
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on or before Jan. 1, 1921, as the new officers cannot be installed till the reports are 
received. Delegate credential reports should be mailed at once. 

Adjutants, in making out credentials for the Department Encampment and all 
other reports should use only the blanks furnished for these purposes.

Comrades are urged to procurestickets as soon as possible: (1) because the caterer 
should know how many to provide for; and (2) because Kinsley Hall seats only 
about three hundred of the thousand or more delegates whose names appear this 
year on the Encampment Roll. 


Read and act on the following: — 


Aides-de-Camp for the Next Administration. Post Commanders are re- 
quested to send at once to the Assistant Adjutant-General the name of a Comrade 
who will accept the position of Aide-de-Camp on the staff of the Department Com- 
mander of 1921. Only those who consent to inspect at least one Post should be 
named. All names must be received prior to April 10, so that they may be published 
in the General Order to be issued about April 20. 

Provide Yourselves with Rules and Regulations. Every Post should have a 
copy of the last edition (1917) of the Rules and Regulations where it can be con- 
sulted at a moment’s notice. A considerable and wholly needless part of the cor- 
respondence at these Headquarters relates to questions that can be answered at 
once from the Rules and Regulations. Moreover, amendments are frequently made 
at the National Encampments. These are published in the National General Orders, 
and should be cut out and pasted in the Rules. If Post Commanders would direct 
that 15 cents be sent to the Assistant Adjutant-General for a copy, it would in many 
cases save a heap of trouble all around.

Comrade Robinson was a member of Post 68, Boston, and when ‘mustered 
out’? was holding the office of Commander in the same. At the Department [n- 
campment last April he was appointed Chief-of-Staff. His sudden call found him 
busily engaged in completing the work devolving upon his office. 

Comrade Gilman was a member of Post 26, Boston. In 1899 he was elected 
Commander of the Department of Massachusetts, and in 1910 Commander-in-Chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. In recent years he has held the office of Com- 
missioner of Soldiers’ Relief at the City Hall, but increasing infirmities compelled 
him to relinquish its duties Dec. 31, 1920.
